Drug abuse remains a critical problem 
in the Boston area and the local drug 
programs need financial help to do 
something about it. A fund-raising 
event, the Fourth Annual March to 
Prevent Drug Abuse, will be held on 


Sunday, September 22. The March 
begins at 9 a.m. from City Hall Plaza 
and continues along a 20-mile route 
through Boston and Brookline, ending 
back at City Hall. 

Each marcher will arrange to have a 
sponsor (a friend, relative or concerned 
corporation) who will pledge a certain 
amount of money for each mile covered. 
If a sponsor pledges $1 a mile, $20 can be 
donated to a specified drug program 
when the volunteer completes the 
march. Anyone interested in par-, 
ticipating as a marcher, sponsor or 
organizer should call 722-4100, ext. 506 
for complete details. 

During the last three Marches over 
$165,000 was pledged to more than 40 
Boston and suburban drug action 
programs. The Boston Coordinating 
Council on Drug Abuse, sponsors of the 
March, is hoping that people rally in 
support of this year’s effort to raise as 
much money as possible for the self-help 
groups, half-way houses and hotlines 
that are trying to combat drug abuse.

Long before the John Hancock 
Building was even a surrealistic 
architectural thought, the Customs 
House Tower was Boston’s landmark 
skyscraper. Built in 1915 directly over 
the dome of the 1847 Customs House at 
2 India Street, the tower rises 500 feet 
above the ground and offers a free pan- 
oramic view of the city’s skyline. 

There are no guided tours or publicity 

gimmicks to suffer through for a tower 
visit. Just take the elevator to the 18th 
floor and then switch to the manual lift 
(the door is a bit tricky — be sure to 
push hard when opening) that goes up to 
the 25th floor. There you can walk 
around the very top of the tower and see 
all of Boston spread out below — from 
the waterfront to the Pru. 
The Customs House Tower is open on 
weekdays from 9 to 11:30 a.m. and 1:30 
to 4 p.m. It’s closed on weekends and 
holidays.

Bargain Footnotes 


Although inflated prices are forcing 
many of us to curb our consumer im- 
pulses, sports enthusiasts with limited 
funds can beat the mark-up racket at a 
bargain oasis in Cambridge. The Hyde 
Factory, which ‘has been turning out 
athletic shoes for over 46 years, runs a 
discount outlet at 535 Windsor Street 
where you can buy basketball, tennis, 


* football, track and bowling shoes and 


ice-skates for 20 to 25 percent less than 
wholesale prices. 

The lockerroom-like store is lined with 
shelves stocked with factory samples 
and discontinued items in a wide range 
of styles and sizes. For hard-core bargain 
hunters there are several tables piled 
high with slightly damaged (scratched 
or stained) and used foot gear at even 
lower prices — women’s and men’s 


figure skates from $8 to $15 (wholesale - 


prices start at $22), children’s skates for 
$12, pro hockey skates starting at $10 
and bowling and running shoes for as lit- 
tle as $3. All used shoes have been 
thoroughly checked and recycled skates 
are equipped with new blades. 

The Hyde Factory Outlet is open 
Monday through Saturday from 10 to 6 
and Wednesday from 12 to 9. 


Community Chess 


When chess buff Eric Helmreich came 
to the States from Berlin about six years 
ago, he was shocked to discover that 
very few Americans were playing his 
favorite game. Not only were chess clubs 
scarce, but there were no chess books on 
the market. “I thought there must be 
many others like me,”’ recounts Eric, ‘‘so 
I decided to organize a place where peo- 
ple could come to play chess.’’ The small 
shop he opened on Newbury Street in 
1969 was moderately successful, but 
when the 1972 World Chess Tournament 


made Bobby Fischer an American hero, 
Eric anticipated a wave of chessmania 
and moved to larger quarters at 335 
Newbury to establish the Boston Chess 
Studio, which has since become a haven 
for amateur players. 

The only club in Boston that neither 
requires membership nor sponsors tour- 
naments, the Studio is simply a comfor- 
table place to play and learn about 
chess. ‘People usually come in alone 
and find opponents,”’ observes Eric. He 
supplies the chess set and clock and 


charges only 40 cents an hour for the use 
of his 12-table playing room. Business 
transactions are very informal — star- 
ting times are noted on a slip of paper 
that Eric hands the players when they 
collect their equipment and they return 
it to him for a tally when they're ready 
to leave. 

Stressing the importance of chess 
books (‘‘without books you can’t be a 
good player’), Eric has collected over 
800 titles and claims to have the most 
extensive selection in town. He imports 
and stocks standard chess equipment 
from Germany, Italy, India and France 
to sell at base-level prices — wooden 
chess sets for $45, German clocks star- 
ting at $20. 

Eric. considers the Studio a clearing 

house for the Boston chess community. 
He keeps a large bulletin board posted 
with the latest world chess news and is 
happy to provide information about 
local lessons, lectures and tournaments 
for anyone who’s interested. Although 
most of the Studio’s clientele are male 
college students, Eric encourages more 
women to play chess. ‘““We’ve never had 
a female Grand Master,” he notes, “I 
hope that women will become involved 
in chess -— it shouldn’t remain a male- 
dominated sport.” 
The Boston Chess Studio is open Tues- 
day and Friday from 12 to 8, Wednes- 
day, Thursday and Saturday from 12 to 
6.

Conspiracy and Coverup. Alleged : 
James Earl Ray: Out to Prove His Innocence

This fall, it looks like the 
assassination of Martin Luther 
King will be coming back to 
haunt us. 

Six and a half years after the 
killing, and after wide suspicion 
that a covered-up conspiracy 
was responsible for it, the case 
may be reopened. James Earl 
Ray, the “lone gunman’”’ now in 
jail for shooting King, is well on 
his way toward getting a new 
trial which his lawyer, Robert I. 
Livingston, thinks will exonerate 
him of guilt. Furthermore, 
Livingston thinks the real killers 
will be found — and that they 
will turn out to have had 
something to do with the 
shooting of President John 
Kennedy in 1963. 

“There is a possible connec- 
tion between the Kennedy 
assassination and the King 
assassination,” says Livingston, 
“and the whole thing is being 
covered up by the federal govern- 
ment, the Department of Justice 
and the State of Tennessee. The 
more we go into it the more we 
discover has been covered up 
here.” 

On October 22, assuming no 
legal obstacles arise, Ray will 
have an evidentiary hearing 
before U.S. Dist. Judge Robert 
McRae in Memphis to determine 
whether he should get a new 
trial. Ray himself will be among 
those testifying. Livingston is 
optimistic about its outcome: 
“We honestly feel this eviden- 
tiary hearing is going to show the 
world exactly the extent of this 
coverup.” 

On April 3, 1968, Dr. King 
arrived in Memphis, Tennessee, 
to support a garbage workers’ 
strike. The next evening as he 
stood on the balcony of the 
Lorraine Motel, a single rifle 
shot hit him in the neck and kill- 
ed him instantly. 

The assassination sparked 
riots in cities across the country. 
The FBI and newspapers cir- 
culated an artist’s sketch of the 
man whom a witness, the 
proprietor of a rooming house 
overlooking the scene, thought 
did the shooting. A high-powered 
rifle was found in a stairwell at 
the rooming house in a bundle of 
belongings of James Ear] Ray, an 
escaped Missouri prisoner. The 
rifle itself was traced to Ray, who 
had rented a room in the 
building the same day; it was 
covered with his fingerprints. 
Ray become the prime suspect 
and was eventually caught in 
England, where he had fled. On 
March 10, 1969, he pleaded guil- 
ty in return for a 99-year 
sentence. It was a simple case 
from the legal standpoint — the 
“lone nut” was caught and con- 
victed, and the case was sup- 
posed to be closed. 

But to a lot of people 
something seemed fishy. When 
Ray was arrested it was noted 
that he didn’t look anything like 
the original FBI sketch of the 
killer. (Later versions of the 
sketch had been redrawn to 
match Ray’s features.) Some 
police authorities said Ray could 
not have traveled as freely as he 
did, nor switched identities with 
such ease, without organized 
help. Ray himself maintained to 
anyone who would listen that he 
was the tool of a conspiracy. At 
his guilty plea hearing he tried to 
tell this to the court, but was 
stopped by the judge and by his 
own lawyer, Percy Foreman. A 
couple of weeks later, Ray tried 
to revoke his guilty plea, saying 
he had been pressured into it, 
but the court turned down this 
move. 

Ray has since been claiming 
that a man he knew only as 
“Raoul” did the shooting while 
Ray was elsewhere. A suspicious 
character matching the FBI 
sketch had indeed attracted 
attention in the cafe below the

rooming house about an hour 
before the shooting. He was a 


major suspect, at first and the 


police arrested him, only to 
release him under what some of- 
ficers thought were strange cir- 
cumstances about an hour later. 
The same character, apparently, 
showed up a few days later at the 
office of Russell X. Thompson, a 
Memphis lawyer. The man did 
some gun-drawing stunts and 
said he knew all about the 
shooting, and that Ray had not 
done it. He asked if Thompson 
would represent the man who 
did the killing, a friend of his. He 
identified himself with the 
phoney name of Tony Benavides 
and once he left, Thompson had 
no way to trace him. Thompson 
never learned about the 
“friend.” The man later told a 
similar story to two Memphis 
ministers, this time calling 
himself J. Christ Bonneveche. 


Who Is Raoul? 


Last May, Ray described for 
the first time some details of 
what he did the day King was 
killed. He said that he met 
“Raoul” in Canada in 1967, who 
convinced him to join a gun- 
running team. He said Raoul 
had him buy the rifle that police 
discovered in the stairwell. He 
delivered it to Raoul and another 
man at the rooming house on 
April 4, 1968. They gave him 
$200 and instructed him to go to 
a movie. He drove to a gas sta- 
tion instead; on coming back, he 
found “the whole block was seal- 
ed off and police were all over the 
place.’’ He did a U-turn and fled, 
realizing, he says, how he had 
been set up as the fall guy. 

This might sound like the sort 
of alibi one- could expect as a 
matter of course. But Livingston 
says he has been in contact since 
last March with a man who 
claims to be an intermediary for 
the two actual gunmen. 
Livingston is now convicned the 
assassination was plotted by four 
right-wing ‘wealthy, socially 
prominent Americans,” at least 
one of them black and at least 
one from Memphis, who wanted 
to see the country’s foremost 
leader of the black movement 
killed. They were to pay the 
assassination team $250,000, 
says Livingston. However, only 
$100,000 was paid and the 
gunmen are now said to be ready 
to testify against their employers 
in return for immunity from 
prosecution. “There are three 
men who propose to testify to 
give a complete expose of the 
King murder case,” Livingston

insists, “‘and to give names, ad- 
dresses, and telephone numbers 
of the four Americans who hired 
them to kill Dr. King. They 
justify their actions and 
rationalize that they were doing 
what’s best for national 
security.” 

Wayne Chastain, a veteran 
reporter for the Memphis press- 
scimitar who was covering king’s 
entourage when he was shot, and 
who has also been investigating 
the case, has opinions of his own 
about Livingston’s mysterious 
men. “I don’t think these guys 
are genuinely interested in seek- 
ing immunity,” he says, and 
remarks that they might be try- 
ing to use Livingston to get infor- 
mation, perhaps to threaten Ray

with. “I think they’re using 
Livingston as a forum to ac- 
complish other ends.”’ Chastain 
has followed Livingston’s in- 
termediary around Memphis 
and thinks he knows his real 
identity. 

Livingston acknowledges that 
Chastain may be right. “All I 
know about this man is what he 
has told me. I make no con- 
clusions.” 

Another of Ray’s lawyers, Ber- 
nard Fensterwald, declines to 
discuss the case at all. 
Fensterwald is the executive 
director of the Committee to 
Investigate Assassinations, an 
for a time served as attorney for 
Watergate burglar James 
McCord. 


Soldier of Fortune 


Chastain has a book forthcom- 
ing on the assassination, which is 
being serialized in Computers 
and People magazine, published 
in Newton. The magazine’s 


‘maverick editor, Edmund C. 


Berkeley, has used his computer 
industry trade journal as a 
repository for assassination ar- 
ticles in the last four years. 

In his book, Chastain focuses 
on the identity and career of the 
rooming house cafe’s suspicious 
character, alias Raoul, alias 
Tony Benavides, alias J. Christ 
Bonneveche. Chastain gives him 
the code name of Jack 
Armstrong. This is similar to his 
alleged actual name, which is 
fairly common knowledge in con- 
spiracy researching circles. 
(Livingston voices no opinion on 
whether Armstrong is involved 
but says emphatically that his 
contact is not Armstrong.) 

Armstrong is a southern-born 
soldier of fortune, and a gun 
runner. He made his living on 
one side or the other of most of 
the Latin American revolutions 
from 1954 to the early 60s, after 
fighting behind the lines in 
North Korea. He flew planeloads 
of guns to Fidel Castro’s guerrilla 
forces and was deeply involved 
in Havana intrigue during the 
last months of Cuba’s Batista 
regime. He says he became dis- 
illusioned with the Cuban 
revolution once Castro’s com- 
munist positions became evi- 
dent; some speculate that he was 
a CIA agent from the start. 

After Castro took over, 
Armstrong had a book ghost- 
written about his exploits in 
Cuba. In the book, he describes 
how he tested a bazooka by using 
it to blow up a speeding police 
car carrying four of Batista’s 
Military Intelligence Service of- 
ficers; how he assisted at the 
machine gunning of Batista men 
who had just paid for a planeload 
of arms; how he was a familiar 
figure in the Sierra Maestra field 
headquarters of Fidel and Raul 
Castro and Che Guevara, and 
how he plotted, with two Florida 
policemen, to kidnap a Cuban 
senator out of Miami. Writing in 
late 1959 or 1960, he ends the 
book swearing to come back and 
overthrow Castro. “I’m not a 
moralist or a deep thinker,’’ he 
says. “I'll do- anything for 
money, for anyone but a Com- 
munist. If I can live high till I’m 

40, that’s enough for any man.” 

(He is now 44.)

TIP & TAXES 

“I used to be an Irish hack. 
Now I’m a statesman,” said 
Congressman Thomas P. “Tip” 
O’Neill in the afterglow of Dick 
Nixon’s demise. Tip’s 
statesmanship is presently evi- 
dent in the fight to close the oil 
depletion allowance in Congress. 
The House Majority Leader is 
showing a strong attachment to 
the folkways of the congressional 
buddy system. 

On May 15 of this year the 
Democratic caucus in the House 
voted that the Democrats on the 


Rules Committee should close’ 


the oil depletion allowance, a 
device by which billions of 
dollars escape taxation and wind 
up instead in the oil company ex- 
ecutives’ safety deposit boxes. 
But the powerful congressman 
from Arkansas, Wilbur Mills, 
closely tied to bank and oil in- 
terests, applied pressure to Rules 
Committee members not to vote 
to close the loophole. Speaker of 
the House Carl Albert, who com- 
es from the oil-slick state of 
Oklahoma, has also tried to cut 
the reform effort. Under normal 
circumstances Tip, as Majority 
Leader, would see to it that the 
bill advocated by the 
Democratic caucus moved 
smoothly from the committee to 
the House floor. But according to 
Dorothy Weitzman of Citizens 
for Participation and Political 
Action (CPPAX), Tip has urged 
the framer of the loophole-clos- 
ing legislation, William Green 
(D-Pa), to hold off on his bill. 
O’Neill apparently does not 
want to cross the stalwart 
leaders of the Democratic 
leadership. What would Jimmy 
Breslin say? 


KING BIMBO 

The struggle for the mantle of 
king of the gypsies is raging 
between Boston and New York. 
Peter Maas, in this week’s New 
York magazine, reports young 
Steve Tene’s claim that he alone 
is the rightful king. He is 
challenged in his assertion by 
Stevo Bimbo, aka Steven Tene, 
aka Tene of Boston. Stevo Bim- 
bo is the son of Lawrence Tene 
Bimbo, aka George Tene, aka 
Tene Bimbo, the acknowledged 
king, who abdicated the throne 
in 1933. Because of this direct 
lineage Steve Tene is viewed as a 
usurper and pretender by Stevo. 

Stevo Bimbo is the elder 
statesman of the gypsies. He 
often travels throughout the 
United States and abroad to set- 
tle disputes between the various 
gypsy tribes. His ambassadorial

Bimbo was last seen 
heading south on the Mass Pike 
in a Cadillac Limousine with the 
venetian blinds drawn. His Rolls 
Royce is being repaired.

The Chilean military junta 
has hired the J. Walter Thomp- 
son ad agency in New York to 
improve its image in the U.S.

Gerald Ford’s statement in his 


not headed for a Depression 
ought to be fair warning to fasten 
your seat belt and prepare for the 
crash. The pablum dispensed to 
the public on such occasions and 
at economic summit conferences 
(aimed primarily at calming 
anxiety while the Dow-Jones 
heads for the basement), is not 
taken seriously in business 
circles. Capitalists don’t believe 
in fooling themselves about 
money, particularly when they 
are losing it. The current issue 
for Business Week is devoted en- 
tirely to the prospects for the rest 
of the decade. The prognosis is 
that things will get worse before 
they get worse. The head of the 
Morgan Stanley & Co. Bank 
drops the assessment that one to 
two hundred firms currently on 
the New York Stock Exchange 
will probably fold in the near 
future. Other Wall Street invest- 
ment analysts categorically state 
that the drop in stock prices to- 
day is comparable only to that of 
the previous Depression. The 
news that the top bankers of the 
West spent last week holed up in 
a Swiss chateau formulating 
policy for the expected failures of 
small banking institutions 
suggests that they know 
something that readers of the 
Globe don’t.

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Brutality Charges Probed 


Cambridge Police: Will There Be Changes?

Police beatings of citizens, and 
the racial overtones thereof, have 
been a recurrent nightmare in 
the city of Cambridge for the 
past five years. Celebrated 
brutality allegations — like the 
case of two black dry cleaners 
who claimed to have been beaten 
in a barroom in 1970, or that of 
Larry Largey, the white East 
Cambridge teenager who died in 
a police cell in 1972 — have 
become the stuff of stormy 
meetings, official inquests and 
investigations within the 
overwhelmingly-white, 250-man 
Cambridge Police Department. 
No patrolman has ‘ever been 
dismissed, however, or even 
reprimanded. But the pattern 
may be changing. A new cycle of 
incidents over the past summer 
— capped by the partial blinding 
of a black man after a July police 
chase — has returned the police 
department to a prominent place 
on the City Council agenda and 
on community group leaflets. 
And the latest go-round — to 
begin in earnest with a City Hall 
public hearing on Monday — 
may have major repercussions in 
the aging Western Ave. police 
headquarters. For the first time, 
support has appeared from both 
liberal and conservative city 
councillors to pressure City 
Manager James Sullivan to 
begin a police shake-up, and the 
result may be the firing of Police 
Chief James Reagan, a career of- 
ficer appointed by Sullivan in 
1968, and dismissal of a group of 
“bad apple” cops, whose names 
have been repeatedly associated 
with controversial incidents. 
“This is a deadly serious 
business, not just rhetoric,” says 
City Councillor David Wiley, 
one of four progressives on the 
nine-person body. ‘‘Some 
patrolmen’s names keep coming 
up again and again in these 
things — and when there’s 
smoke you have to think there 
might be fire. The sin of the 
whole force — and I include the 
chief — is their turning away.” 
Wiley’s statement is being 
echoed in unlikely quarters. 
Councillor Thomas Danehy, the 
blunt-talking North Cambridge 
drug store owner became, last 
Monday, the first Council con- 
servative to call openly for Chief 
Reagan’s ouster and to hint that 
he finds some police brutality 
allegations credible. Although 
Danehy emphasizes law-and- 
order and rising Cambridge 
crime in his police criticisms, his 
views are hesitantly overlapping 
with groups not usually in his 
constituency — such as the 
newly-formed Coalition to Com- 
bat Racism, comprising 12 Cam- 
bridge organizations whose 
membership likely will pack the 
Council chambers Monday. 
“T’ve known [Chief] Jim 
Reagan all my life, and I know 
I'll get some funny stares in my 
neighborhood for saying this, but 
it just might be ‘necessary to 
make a change,” says Danehy, 
who claims all Council members 
are ‘‘whispering the same 
thing. . . . Something’s wrong up 
there,”’ he continues, ‘‘some fun- 
damental things aren’t happen- 
ing. We have a lot of important 
business in the Council — too 
_ much to have to deal with 
repeated charges about police 
brutality. And if you go back 
over the years, the same names 
{of patrolmen} keep popping up. 
I’m not saying these men are 
guilty — but if they are we may 
have to do some ferreting out.” 


A Fact of Life 
Not surprisingly, the 


Coalition’s language is 
somewhat stronger. Charging 
that racism is the “primary 
problem facing Cambridge”, a 
Coalition leaflet portrays brutal 
beatings of blacks by police as a 
virtual fact of life in the city. The 
Coalition claims there were 74 
such incidents in the past year. 
Officially, the Police Depart- 
ment declines comment — ex- 


cept to say that Chief Reagan 
will appear at the Monday Coun- 
cil hearing. 

Clarence Anderson is 
somewhat encouraged by such 
turns of events. “I just hope what 
happened to me will open some 
people’s eyes,” he says. Ander- 
son himself keeps both eyes open 
behind yellow-tinted glasses — 
but he might just as well keep 
the right one closed. Its optic 
nerve, doctors tell him, has been 
pulverized; the result is 
blindness. Patrolman Francis 
Burns, a grammar school 
classmate of Anderson’s, and 
James Hallice, a fellow white 
patrolman with Burns on Cam- 
bridge police force, have told the 
courts, their superiors and the 
FBI that Clarence Anderson lost 
sight in his right eye when he fell

police. Yet no witness claimed a 
vantage point on police treat- 
ment of Anderson — the case of 
Anderson vs. Burns and Hallice 
has come down to the former’s 
word against that of other police 
on the scene. “I suppose you 
could say that cops enjoy a cer- 
tain advantage in court,” says 
Barry Gerstein, attorney for 
Burns and Hallice. 

The Anderson case is not yet 
closed; it remains alive both in 
Cambridge neighborhood 
meetings and in a police depart- 
ment internal investigation. 
“The investigation is continuing. 
I hope we'll have results 
shortly,” says Capt. Joseph 
Kusick, head of the police inter- 
nal affairs department. And 
though a spokesman for Chief 
Reagan’s office says ‘‘Anderson

conservatives are on the verge of 
starting a bi-partisan love affair, 
with the police as a common 
enemy. The conservative majori- 
ty is wary of being used by 
liberal black Councillor Saundra 
Graham, who first won election 
during police controversy in 1970 
— and is now challenging long- 
time Cambridge clubhouse pol 
John Toomey for state represen- 
tative. The conservatives turned 
back a proposal to hold the 
police issues hearing on 
Graham’s turf, at the Martin 
Luther King, Jr. School on Put- 
nam Ave. 

Danehy, however, raises 
pointed questions about the 
Anderson incident, some of 
which transcend the particulars 
of the case. ; 

“I wonder why Anderson 


affected the whole city.” White 
mentions the still-controversial 
case of Larry Largey. Another 
one of the eight police whose dis- 
missals are demanded was 
associated with the Largey case 
— but was never officially im- 
plicated — and today works a 
beat not far from the Largey 
arrest site. 


Other Incidents 


The Coalition has brought up 
incidents involving Phelix 
Sharpe — a North Cambridge 
black found not guilty last 
month of assault on a police of- 
ficer, after Sharpe claimed to 
have been attacked by a K-9 dog 
near Walden Square. Sure to be 
discussed, too, on Monday, is the 
“Price incident’ — a long-

off a motorcycle last July. He 
was riding it — they were giving 
chase, pursuing him for driving 
without a license, following up 
on a detective’s tip. Anderson 
has told the same people a 
different story: he was beaten by 
Burns on Medford’s Boston 
Avenue — and then kicked by 
the blunt shoe of his boyhood 
acquaintance, who hit the eye 
directly. 

“T can take an ass-kickin’ like 
the next man,” says Anderson, a 
handyman with a history of 
police run-ins. ‘““But why should 
someone beat to maim?” 

“The Anderson incident was 
the last straw,” says Wes Profit, 
a leader of the anti-racism Coali- 
tion. “Imagine losing an eye for 
driving without a license.”’ 
(Anderson was eventually con- 
victed of that and fined $125.) 


Profit’s feelings have un- 
deniably wide community sup- 
port — Anderson has become a 
cause celebre.. The Riverside 
area has even held a street fair to 
raise money: for his legal ex- 
penses. Official views of the case 
have been far different, however. 
A Malden court clerk and judge 
hearing Anderson’s request for a 
criminal complaint against 
Burns and Hallice — the chase 
ended in the Malden district — 
found “no credible evidence”’ for 
one, in the words of Judge Louis 
Glazer. But witnesses to the 
scene — nearly 100 people 
gathered on the hot July night in 
the shadow cast’ by the blue 
police lights — recount abusive 
police language and racial 
epithets. Two women went so far 
as to file a complaint over the 
language with the Cambridge 


probably fell off the bike,” 
another policeman, who requests 
anonymity, says, “Anderson has 
a damn good gripe.” The case is 
also being investigated by the 
FBI — at the request of Ander- 
son attorney William P. Homans 
Jr. — to determine if a civil 
rights violation has occurred. 


The Medical Report 


Such charges have been fueled 
by, among other things, a 
medical report from the Mass. 
Eye and Ear Hospital, which 
treated Anderson. The examina- 
tion found no bruises or 


.scratches associated with a fall, 


only the eye injury, which 
probably resulted from a blunt 
impact. Barry Gerstein, 
however, contends that Ander- 
son’s description of what 
happened ‘colored the judge- 
ment of a doctor. Like if you tell 
a doctor you have a stomach 
ache, he won’t think you have a 
headache. Anderson could easily 
have fallen directly on his eye.” 
(The doctor’ who treated Ander- 
son has declined to return calls 
to the Phoenix.) 


Perhaps it is such complexities 
that have slowed the in-house 
police probe in the case — but 
it’s been slowed way too much 
for Councillor Wiley. ‘Every day 
it drags on, the police depart- 


_ment loses credibility,” he says. 


Again Wiley is echoed by 
Danehy, usually an opponent. 
“The police department’s image 
won’t be what it should be unless 
it disciplines itself,” he says. “If 
brutality exists — and it’s not 
checked by superiors — it mul- 
tiplies.” 

Neither Danehy nor fellow 


didn’t stop when he first saw 
police,” muses Danehy (Ander- 
son claims to have panicked). 
“But what is the police depart- 
ment policy on hot pursuit? How 
important is driving without a 
license? Worth a chase across 
three towns? Personally, I don’t 
favor hot pursuit, except in the 
case of a violent crime just hav- 
ing been committed. But it turns 
out that the department didn’t 
even have an official policy. 
Whose responsibility is that — if 
not the chief’s?” 

What did prompt a high-speed 
chase across Cambridge, Somer- 
ville and Medford in pursuit of a 
man suspected — and later con- 
victed — of driving without a 
license? 

Anderson answers by men- 
tioning police detective Edward 
Hussey, one of eight policemen 
whose dismissals “for cause” 
have been demanded by the 
anti-racism Coalition. ‘“Detec- 
tive Hussey,” says Atty. Gers- 
tein, “saw Anderson — whom he 
knew — and alerted patrolmen 
Burns and Hallice.” Anderson 
agrees Hussey knew him — and 
claims, what’s more, the detec- 
tive had a grudge against him. 
Hussey himself was accused — 
though the accusations never 
were verified — in the alleged 
1970 police beating of Melvin 
and Dennis Walton, two black 
dry cleaners. At a public hearing 
about the incident, Clarence 
Anderson testified about strain- 
ed relations between white police 
and Cambridge blacks. 


“This is not just a black thing, 
though,”’ says James White, 
another organizer of the Coali- 
tion. “The police actions have 


simmering neighborhood feud on 
North Cambridge’s Meade St., 
which apparently climaxed last 
month in the fatal shootings of 
John Moree, a white teenager, 
and J. Hugh Price Jr., a black 
youth. Charged in connection 
with the deaths is Price’s father, 
J. Hugh Price Sr. 


The Coalition, however, 
claims that the shooting followed 
long harassment of the black . 
Price family by area white 
teenagers — and that requests 
for police aid for the Prices went 
ignored. Police spokesmen will 
not comment on the still- 
pending case. Councillor Danehy 
declines to fault the police 
directly, but does say that “the 
neighborhood is _panic-striken 
and the police don’t seem to 
have calmed it down.” 


Danehy, in another strong off- 
the-cuff remark, hints that past 
internal investigation 
recommendations following 
alleged brutality incidents have 
not been implemented. “This 
Coalition [against racism] is 
blaming Capt. Kusick [of inter- 
nal affairs} but — and I can’t 
confirm this — what if his 
recommendations aren’t being 
carried out? Whose fault is 
that?” Again, Danehy points to 
Chief Reagan. 


“If the moral fiber of a police 
department is rotten,’ says 
Danehy, “the moral fiber of a 
community becomes the same 
way. Not that I’m seying that’s 
the case here.”” Danehy may not, 
but a lot of people in City Hall 
on Monday will be saying just 
that.

His Gun Control Bill Misfired 


Gov. Francis W. Sargent, who for six 
years has relied on the politics of confron- 
tation, crisis and rhetoric, may shortly 
find that these devices, used so 
successfully in the past, are out of working 
order. 

Throughout the September primary 
and now into the November election, 
Sargent has been boxing himself in, losing 
political option after option in his falter- 
ing attempt to win sympathy from the 
voting public as a “fighting” Republican 
chief executive battling conservative 
Republicans who want to dictate to him 
and, now, bad Democratic “bosses’”” who 
are supporting his Democratic opponent 
Michael S. Dukakis. 

Sargent, in an attempt to win Indepen- 
dent votes, has made three major mis- 
takes in the past several weeks, and it is 
costing him dearly. 

The first was the plan.to attack the con- 
servative wing of the Republican Party in 
the hopes of appealing to Independents to 
come out and vote for him in the primary. 
Because television is and has been so im- 
portant to the governor, he even agreed to 
debate Carroll P. Sheehan, his conser- 
vative opponent, on television before the 
state committee. This represented a 
change in strategy, since Sargent original- 
ly had planned to ignore the Sheehan can- 
didacy, and initially had refused 
Sheehan’s offer to debate. 

But the governor believed he could use 
Sheehan in order to win Independents. 
The plan apparently has failed, because 
indications are that the majority of 
Independents who voted in the primary 
took Democratic ballots and voted for 
Dukakis. 


His second error was his move to oust 
William Barnstead as chairman of the 
GOP and replace him with William I. 
Cowin, the liberal who finished third 
among the three Republicans running for 
attorney general. Barnstead refused to 
resign and the issue is expected to go 
before the 80-member Republican State 
Committee. Sargent ended up further 
alienating the Republican conservatives 
whom he could have brought around to 
his cause. 

The third mistake was his ludicrous 
attempt to make Dukakis the candidate 
of the Democratic ‘“‘bosses,” whoever they 
might be. This came about at a State 
House press conference where the gover- 
nor ‘challenged’? Dukakis to a series of 
television debates, something that 
Dukakis had~-already been pressing for. 

In all three examples mentioned, 
Sargent’s style of confrontation politics 
comes through: he needs and seeks 
someone or something to run against, to 
“fight.”” He creates a crisis and attempts 
to throw bombast at it. 

Some politicians, coming across a 
problem, may be said to throw money at 
it to solve it. Sargent throws words. (“‘I 
mean to make this government work.” “‘I 
mean to ride herd hard on welfare 
fraud.’’) 

All through his six years as governor, 
Sargent has used the same technique, and 
it has worked. When he has been con- 
fronted with a problem, he has run to the 
television stations and they have given 
him free time. He has not solved state 
problems, he has confronted them. In 
1970, running for his first full four-year 
term, he joined the movement of the 
Massachusetts League of Women Voters 
to cut the size of the Massachusetts 
House from 240 to 160 members. 

He confronted Sen. Beryl Cohen on a 


crowded corner in Brookline over the 
issue. He confronted House Speaker 
David M. Bartley in the Boston Common 
over the issue. He got the publicity he 
wanted, but he did not change a single 
vote in the Legislature. 

When gun control was an issue during 
the last session of the Legislature, the 
governor, who was selling cheap handguns 
in his sporting goods store down the Cape, 
made a big production of filing a bill ban- 
ning the “Saturday Night Special.” But 
when his bill came up in the Senate, none 
of the eight Republicans in the Senate 
was even contacted by the chief ex- 
ecutive, and it was killed without a word 
of debate. The public got its rhetoric but 
the gun control bill that was finally ap- 
proved was one filed by Speaker Bartley 
and retired Probate Court Judge J. John 
Fox. 

Toward the end of almost every session 
of the Legislature, the governor threatens 
to “keep them in session” until they pass 
this, that or the other thing, thereby seek- 
ing a confrontation with Bartley and 
Senate President Kevin B. Harrington. 
During this past session it was a health 
care regulation bill the Legislature refus- 
ed to pass. 

Sargent threatened to make a cam- 
paign issue out of it as well as the 
Legislature, even though the bill was 
dubious at best. In a weak compromise, 
the Legislature agreed to approve placing 
the matter on the ballot as a non-binding 
referendum. So the complex 200-page bill 
will appear on the ballot in one sentence. 

Examples abound. But the governor’s 
style and substance (or lack thereof) can 
probably best be seen in his last press con- 
ference, where he brought up the subject 
of the debate, attempting to make an 
issue out of it by bickering over details. 

Here is a sample of how it went. 

“The bosses are going to be with 
Dukakis,” the governor said, in reply to a 
question. 

What bosses? 

“The bosses. The big hitters are going 
to be with Dukakis.” 

Who are the bosses? Name them. 

**You know who they are. Their names 
are in the papers.” 

Who are they? 

“The political heavy hitters. One big 
name after another is falling into line.” 

What about the political heavy hitters 
who are supporting you: former Sen. 
Leverett Saltonstall, Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Elliot Richardson, Sen. Edward W. 
Brooke? 

They were not “‘bosses,”’ Sargent said, 
“but respected political leaders.” 

This led one reporter to comment to the 
governor: “Oh, so the Democrats have 
bosses and the Republicans have 
respected political leaders.” 

(It was embarrassing. Some State 
House reporters now openly snicker and 
taunt the governor, treating him not as 
the chief executive, but as just another 
politician running for office.) 

The fact is that it was Quinn and not 
Dukakis who had the support of the 
regulars in the Democratic Party — the 
Bartleys, the Harringtons, and so on. But 
Sargent is desperate and can be expected 
to lash out in-all directions, attempting to 
save himself. (Sargent never did get 
around to naming the “‘bosses”’ anyway.) 

But perhaps the most important ele- 
ment in all of this, in this campaign, in 
this period, is time. Time has caught up

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The Mullins Connection: Fact or Fiction?

The Mullins gang probably got 
more publicity last week than 
it’s ever had before. Certainly 
more than it’s ever wanted. 

It started as one of those 
vicious rumors — the things that 
city officials had set up an 
elaborate “rumor control” ap- 
paratus to control. The Irish 
Mafia, so-called, was making 
moves to take over leadership of 
the South Boston anti-busing 
movement. It was just one of a 
number of crazy rumors that cir- 
culated throughout Southie over 
the week-end. Others were that 
the Ku Klux Klan was coming to 
town en masse and that the 
phones of all South Boston civic 
and political leaders had been 
bugged. 

But then a very strange thing 
happened. Rather than quashing 
the Irish Mafia story, city of- 
ficials began spreading it. Police 
Comr. Robert DiGrazia called all 
the TV stations Sunday night 
asking them to broadcast this 
appeal to their viewers: stay 
away from the planned 
demonstration Monday morning 
at the M Street playground — 
because it was being organized 
by unsavory elements of the 
community. 

The media reported diGrazia’s 
appeal unquestioningly. The M 
Street demo attracted only 200 
or so people, mostly young 
Southie toughs, and was termed 
a failure. Skirmishes with police 
produced a handful of arrests in- 
cluding three men whom the 
police identified as members of 
the mysterious Mullins gang. 
Proof, the police said, that 
criminal elements had staged 
the thing. 

A lot of Southie people, 
though, remain unconvinced. 
“Just because a parade permit 
was sought by somebody who 
belongs to some gang doesn’t 


mean the gang will control the 
event,” said one person. “These 
days everybody in the communi- 
ty is concerned about busing.” 

But Dep. Supt. John Doyle, 
head of the Boston Police Dept. 
intelligence unit, saw things 
differently. Mullins gang 
members were doing more than 
applying for a permit, he said. 
They also “assumed a very ac- 
tive role in calling people up and 
telling them to get over to the 
scene or else.”” Doyle theorized 
that the gang was using the anti- 
busing hysteria to enhance its 
own importance in, and control 
of, the community.

The Mullins gang got started 
as simply a football club. Just a 
group of kids in the City Point 
area of Southie who got together 


and played football. 


remember our group playing the 
Mullins team as kids,” says Rep. 
Ray Flynn. “They weren’t that 
tough. We used to beat them all 
the time.” 

Now, though, he might be 
hesitant to take them on. The 
Mullins gang has grown up. And 
as its members matured, so their 
interests turned from football to 
other things. ‘““They’re a group of 


hoodlums,”’ said a high police of- — 


ficial. ““They’re involved in hi- 
jacking, loan sharking, 
bookmaking, and murder.” 

And a man in his mid-30s who 
grew up in Southie and was once 
a member of a competing street 
gang has a more graphic descrip- 
tion of the Mullins gang. 
“They're fucking crazy. They 
beat epople up just to brag about 


No one is sure where the name 
Mullins came from. None of the 
dozen or so hard-core members 
of the group, who hang around in 
Southie bars — and reportedly

the City Point Athletic Associa- 
tion at 43 O Street — is named 
Mullins. But whatever you call 
them, it’s generally agreed by 
both law enforcement and 
neighborhood residents (though 
no one, not even the cops, will be 
quoted by name) that the 


Mullins gang controls all the 
rackets in Southie. 

It hasn’t always been that 
way, and the Mullinses, indeed, 
have enjoyed such pre-eminence 
only in recent years. In prohibi- 
tion days, there was the Gustin 
Gang,: led by the Wallace 


brothers, Frankie and Steve. 
Back then there was no competi- 
tion, no feuding. The Gustins — 
named after the street where 
they congregated — were the 
mob in South Boston. 

But they tried to expand their 
operations outside the 
neighborhood and that was their 
undoing. On December 21, 1931, 
Frankie Wallace and a cohort, 
Barnie “‘Dodo’’ Walsh, were shot 
to death in a North End 
building. 

The murders were never solv- 
ed, but the general consensus 
was that they were done in by a 
North End racketeer and his 
henchmen. A “truce” of sorts 
was established later between 
the Gustin Gang and the Italian 
hoodlums, but the Gustins were 
on the decline. With the end of 
prohibition, they pretty much 
disbanded. 

The Mullins gang did not 
become a serious criminal force 
until five or six years ago, accor- 
ding to a lawyer familiar with 
such activities. The street corner 
kids, now in their late 20s, were 
into truck hijacking and pill pop- 
ping now. “They were all totally 
unpredictable,” he said. “You 
never knew what they would do. 
It depended on what time of 
night they started popping 
pills.” 

The pills bolstered their 


* courage as they set out to control 


the rackets in Southie — 


- something that had apparently 


been in complete disarray since 
the decline of the Gustins. 
Much to his later regret, Don- 
nie Killeen, who had already lost 
a brother to an earlier era of 
gangland feuding, decided to 
stand up to the Mullins Gang. 
Killeen owned the Transit Cafe 
and was the dominant Southie 
bookmaker in the ’60s. It was

Don’t Quote Me...

Substantive Media Issue of the week: 
the press of this city, print and broadcast 
alike, have been bending over backwards 
in their coverage of the opening of schools 
— bending over backwards to be fair, 
balanced, positive, and most important, 
noninflammatory. 

The trouble with bending over 
backwards, though, is that you sometimes 
end up heading in the wrong direction. I 
don’t mean to nit-pick. The media have 
generally been trying harder than ever be- 
fore to be responsible; the Herald Amer- 
ican in particular continues to amaze one 
and all with its restraint. The temptation 
to chuck all this “responsibility” bullshit 
and rush to the streets with banner head- 
lines like BLACKS, WHITES IN BIT- 
TER CLASH or RACE WAR HEIGHT- 
ENS must have some of those veteran 
Hearst editors bursting.

But I’m not ready to hand out jour- 
nalistic medals for heroism just yet (not 
that I have to — Mike Barnicle already 
has). Though it’s better than the other ex- 
treme, the self-conscious effort to be 
positive, in the cases of both the Globe 
and the Herald, has tended to give a mis- 
leading impression that the crisis has 
passed — when actually the real dif- 
ficulties have probably barely begun. 

TV has handled the problem by show- 


ing footage of rock throwing and arrests in’ 


Southie at some length, but then spend- 
ing equal amounts of time focusing on 
schools where integration has worked. 
That’s a little like belittling a bank rob- 
bery by pointing out all the banks that 
weren't robbed — but it’s useful and val- 
uable coverage. Local TV, that is. 

The networks were a nuisance. ABC led 
with the Boston “violence” one night — 
there must have been someone covering 
up something in Washington that day 
that was more newsworthy. And the net- 
works are interested only in what’s hap- 
pening on the front step of South Boston 
High — they show no evidence of trying to 
look around the rest of Southie, talk to 
any of its people, etc. And camera crews, 
rushing into crowds with the police so as 
not to miss a moment of the action, caus- 
ed nearly as much chaos as the cops and 
stone-tossers. But cheer up — the net- 
works became bored Monday when things 
got quieter, and left town. 

The story that has been most under- 
reported, though, is what the huge police 
presence has been doing to Southie. Yes, 
the police are caught in the middle and 
it’s tough. But it’s still ironic to see the 
Globe editorially praising “our men in 
blue” when the Tactical Patrol Force has 
been employing most of the techniques 
the Globe deplored when they were being 
directed against peace marchers. That de- 
serves a look. 

And there is the complaint of the anti- 
busing group, ROAR (Restore Our Alien- 
ated Rights), that the Globe has depicted 
them as “barbarians” by quoting abusive 
remarks made about Ted Kennedy’s fam- 
ily on City Hall Plaza. 

ROAR claims the quotes were inac- 
curate and asks, if such language was us- 
ed, why wasn’t it quoted by the TV sta- 
tions, networks, or the Herald American? 
(It was quoted in Newsweek.) I don’t 
know about TV, but at the Herald Amer- 
ican a decision was made at the city desk 
not to run any of the vicious quotes — 
over the vocal objections of reporters who 
covered the stoy. The Globe’s new editor, 
Bob Phelps, though, insisted the inci- 
dent be reported graphically.

Then there was the primary election 
coverage, and reporters in the Globe city 
room were walking around wearing party 
hats as the final results poured in. Were 
they celebrating Paul Guzzi’s upset vic- 
tory over Secretary of State Jack 
Davoren? The Globe’s reporting of that 
campaign was a major factor in the startl- 
ing outcome — its having been so one- 
sided even made some Guzzi supporters 
uneasy. 


William Loeb’s reactionary Manches- 
ter (New Hampshire) Union Leader may 
be in for a little competition — but very 
little. A New York publisher, Ralph 
Ingersol Jr., is merging two small-town 
dailies — the Clairmont Eagle (circu- 
lation: 7163) and the Springfield-Bellows 
Falls (Vermont) Times-Reporter (cir- 
culation: 6345) into one larger paper, to be 
born Oct. 6: the Eagle Times. It will also 
publish, for the first time, a substantial 
Sunday paper — to become the state’s 
only Sunday competition with the Union 
Leader. 

Editor Tom Geyer hopes it will cut 
somewhat into Loeb’s monopoly (as the 
only state-wide paper, circulation 65,000), 
and describes the hybrid as “a liberal 
alternative” to Loeb. 

But more direct and more promising 
attempts to compete with Loeb have fail- 
ed in the past, reportedly because he in- 
timidates potential advertisers. And since 
Clairmont and Springfield, on opposite 
sides of the Connecticut River, are rural, 
depressed mill towns with difficult access 
to the rest of the state, it’s an unlikely 
spawning ground for a dynamic, com- 
petitively healthy publication. 


Speaking of Mr. Loeb, some insight 
into the way he runs his paper is given by 
Eleanor McGovern in her new book, 
“Uphill — A Personal Story.”” Speaking 
about her campaign tour for her husband, 
George, she relates the one time she was 
embarrassed: 

“It happened during a guided tour of 
the radically right-wing Manchester 
Union Leader . . . . saw the whole plant, 
and then, in a ceremony performed with 
near reverence, my guide opened a door 
and allowed me to peek into the spare, 
beautifully paneled office of William 
Loeb, the editor and publisher. I was not 
quite sure what to say about the empty 
room, so I remarked on the portrait hang- 
ing over the deak. ‘William McKinley, 
isn’t it?’ I asked. ‘That is Daniel 
Webster!’ I was told with marked disdain. 
Two days later, in an editorial signed by 
Loeb and prominently displayed on the 
front page of the Manchester Union 
Leader, New Hampshire voters were ad- 
vised in dramatic terms that ‘if Mrs. 
McGovern is this ignorant of New 
Hampshire’s favorite son, Daniel 
Webster, then Mr. McGovern can go and 
peddle his wares elsewhere.’ ” 

Mrs. McGovern adds this footnote: 
“Anyway, I’m not sure that either 
McKinley or Webster would feel at home 
in William Loeb’s office.”

Ways of Mike Dukakis 


By Peter Lucas 

Back in 1970, when Michael S. 
Dukakis was defeated in his bid 
for lieutenant governor on the 
Democratic ticket, the conven- 
tional wisdom was that he would 
be relegated to political obscuri- 
ty. 

He had given up his House 
seat after eight years to make the 
run (with White as the guber- 
natorial candidate) and after the 
defeat it was thought that he’d 
go on to practice law quietly — 
and be forgotten. He was out, 
and once out if is difficult to get 
back in. 

But he was not forgotten. He 
did get back in. 

The question now is: how did 
he do it? How did he stay alive, 
out of office for four years, and 
come back to defeat Atty. Gen. 
Robert H. Quinn in the 
Democratic primary? 

One reason was that he was 
out during a period when a 
tremendous’ anti-incumbency 
feeling swept the state; another 
was the ‘‘new face’’ Dukakis was 
able to project; others were 
organizational ability during the 
early, lean months of his cam- 
paign; Watergate; hard work, 
and luck. 

There was no doubt in 
Dukakis’s mind following his 
1970 defeat that he would run for 
office in 1974, and it would be for 
either attorney general or gover- 
nor. This decision was probably 
made just after the 1970 election, 
when he had a reception at the 
Needham Motor Inn and more 
than 1000 people turned out and 
overpacked the place. “Right 
then and there we knew we had 
it,’’ Steve Kinzer, Dukakis’s 
press secretary, said. 

Dukakis returned to Hill and 
Barlow, the law firm he was 
associated with, and resumed 
practicing law. Although his 
campaign staff was broken up, 
Kinzer and Lanny Johnson, a 
law student who was to become 
head of Dukakis’s field organiza- 
tion, stayed on, working for 
nothing. 

Kinzer, who also worked as a 
freelance journalist, was in 
charge of Dukakis’s “public 
face’’ — keeping in touch with 
reporters, floating around the

State House, editing the reports 
on state government Dukakis 
was to issue. Johnson was in 
charge of the 1970 political 
organization. He traveled 
throughout the state to keep in 
touch with supporters, build on 
the 1970 support, set up 
meetings for Dukakis, and keep 
the network alive, functioning 
and growing. 


In January 1971, upon being 
made a partner in the law firm, 
Dukakis told the firm that he 
would run for office in 1974. He 
set up a mini-Nader’s Raiders, a 
group of 25 to 30 young 
volunteers and law students to 
undertake investigations of 
various state agencies: the In- 
surance Department, the Out- 
door Advertising Board, the 
Massachusetts Port Authority, 
the Department of Community 
Affairs. 


Not only did he keep the group 
busy, but each time it issued a 
report he received needed 
publicity. After the project was 
off the ground he sought founda- 
tion money for it, and it even- 
tually combined with the Task 
Force on Children Out of School 
to become the Massachusetts 
Advocacy Center. 


He filed bills with the 
Legislature and testified at 
public hearings on his bills and 
on others, and he would get a 
line or two in the paper. He went 
to Washington to testify on 
national no-fault insurance. 

With the 1972 presidential 
campaign coming up, Dukakis 
campaigned for Sen. Edmund 
Muskie of Maine, speaking 
across the state. When Muskie 
lost the Massachusetts presiden- 
tial primary to Sen. George 
McGovern of South Dakota, 


Dukakis then campaigned for 
McGovern. 

Meanwhile, he was asked to 
moderate a drug program, The 
Turned On Crisis, at WGBH-TV 
(Channel 2). This led to becom- 


ing the full-time moderator for 
The Advocates, a regular 
Channel 2 program that was 
shown in Boston and Springfield 
and at some 200 television 
stations across the country. ° 

The program not only gave 
Dukakis exposure in 
Massachusetts, but helped him 
develop television poise. 

Dukakis was on The Ad- 
vocates for about 18 months, 
leaving ‘in January 1973. All the 
while he was campaigning as an 
unofficial candidate: visiting the 
Democratic ward and town com- 
mittee meetings, meeting with 
regional and local organizers, 
speaking at functions. 

Then, a couple of months 
later, House Speaker David M. 
Bartley began holding unity 
meetings that Quinn and other 
top Democratic office-holders 
attended. The main question 
was whether Dukakis would 
abide by the will of the 
Democratic pre-primary conven- 
tion. 

There was little doubt that 
Quinn would carry the conven- 
tion over Dukakis, since it was 
run by legislators and party 
regulars. Dukakis then would 
have been forced to run against 
the convention endorsee, split- 
ting the party once again, as in 
1970. 

Dukakis refused to abide by 
the convention. Bartley and 
Senate President Kevin B. 
Harrington, both of them Quinn

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Big Black’s Dilemma: Who Speaks for Attica? 


By Eric Mann 

On September 13, 1971, more 
than 1400 prisoners at Attica 
State Prison staged an historic 
protest. On the surface their 
demands were simple reforms — 
better food, an end to harass- 
ment by the guards, fair treat- 
ment while out on parole. But 
they didn’t beg for better con- 
ditions; they demanded their 
due, backed up by a small dose 
of the same force that was 
directed against them every day. 
They didn’t say the American 
system is great but occasionally 
produces injustices; they asked 
for passage to a non-imperialist 
country. They didn’t just 
organize blacks, or Puerto 
Ricans, or whites. In a country 
with a history of racial an- 
tagonisms among the oppressed 
(typified by the present racist 
reaction to school integration in 
Boston), they unified the 
overwhelming majority of 
prisoners of all races. They 
didn’t just provide the muscle 
and then bow out to liberal 
power brokers to decide their

fate. They became actively 
engaged in national politics, 
clearly articulating their 
demands and grievances, mak- 
ing it clear that the more well- 
known radicals (Bobby Seale 
and William Kunstler) and the 
more well known liberals (Her- 
man Badillo, Tom Wicker, Rep. 
Arthur O. Eves) could help de- 
fend their actions, but did not 
speak for them. It was a major 
political victory for the radical 
forces in the country, but as peo- 
ple in Chile and Greece unders- 
tand more than most Americans 
wish to, radical-revolutionary 
struggles against the government 
often cost dearly. Governor 
Rockefeller of New York un- 
derstood that. He refused to 
negotiate, and against the cries 
of the observers’ committee, dis- 
patched an assault squad of 
state troopers, national 
guardsmen, and Attica guards 
against the prisoners. Forty- 
three prisoners and guard 
hostages were murdered. 

Now it is three years later and 
Big Black, one of the indicted 
Attica prisoners (charged with a 
long string of offenses from 
murder, to the possession of 
prison contraband, e.g. a hard 
boiled egg from the dining 
room), came to Tufts University 
last week to present the case for

the Attica defendants. His co- 
speaker was Ramsey Clark, 
former U.S. Attorney General, 
author of the best seller Crime in 
America, presently running 
against Jacob Javits for the U.S. 
Senate seat from New York. 

Big Black, whose name 
becomes apparent once you see 
him, arrived for the pre-speech 
press conference. While waiting 
for Clark to appear he sqoke to a 
few local activists. “We don’t see 
ourselves on trial for their 
charges. We don’t understand 
the courts, we don’t relate to 
them, we’re just there to raise 
the political issues. You see, At- 
tica is happening all over the 
place. It’s not just in the prison; 
it’s here too. They try to buy 
everybody off, but when the 
blacks and whites and Latins get 
it together it gets too jazzy for 
them and they have to come in 
with the police.” 

One of the students asked 
him, ‘‘Are you asking to dismiss 
all the indictments, or for a fair 
trial for the Attica brothers?” 

(The questions was not 
academic. The Attica defense

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mitted by Rockefeller and the 
Attica authorities. It is felt that 
asking for a fair trial begs this 
central issue. The other group 
agrees in theory, but believes 
that the demand is unrealistic. 
They argue that if the in- 
dictments are upheld (which is 
virtually assured) and there is a 
trial, public opinion must be 
mobilized to a more palatable 
and possible option — pressuring 
the courts to give the defendants 
the best possible terms for their 
struggle.) 

Big Black answered the ques- 
tion, “‘Well, there’s no such thing 
as a fair trial. Look, Buffalo, 
New York, is more racist than 
Mississippi for a black man. 
They just did a survey of the 
prospective jurors in Buffalo and 
they found that over 40 percent 
said they’d rather have 20 inno- 
cent brothers go to jail than let 
one guilty one go free. And over 
50 percent said that anything a 
law enforcement officer says 
must be true. And you want us to 
go on trial there?” 

Big Black was then asked how 
the different factions were get- 
ting along. “‘Man, you know, I 
think there are a lot of folks out 
here who are forgetting who the 
main enemy is. I mean, to watch 
brothers who risked their lives 
together almost cutting each 
others throats over different 
= is getting me pretty 
sick.” 


There is the problem of inter- 
nal divisions among the men still 
in prison. It is one thing to get 
together in the yard, unified, 
with a clear, common enemy, 
with the hopes of a “movement” 
to protect you, with a flood-tide 
of liberals and media people, in- 
terviews and press conferences 
and promises of support. But 
then there is the sudden horror of 
guardsmen chasing unarmed 
men into a corner, shooting them 
in the face. Watching men tor- 
tured, hearing the screams, hear- 
ing your own screams, facing 
first-hand the military defeat, 
and then worst of all, being 
alone. Law and Order has been 
re-established, the corpses are 
removed, and the memory of the 
solidarity in the yard begins to 
fade. You are alone in a cell, be- 
ing threatened with spending the 
rest of your life there. And at 
first slowly, then in avalanche 
proportions, men cave in. 

Big Black described the 
problem. ‘‘Look, everything is so 
fucked up. They got hundreds of 
guys making sworn statements 
against hundreds of other guys. 
They got people whe 
defend--’ witnesses. The 
uval is clear, “You be a good 
witness you won’t have to be a 
defendant.’ ”” Under these con- 
ditions it isn’t surprising that 
many men are willing to testify 
to whatever the state wants. The 
surprise is how many men have 
refused. But the fear and rumor 
and distrust fester, - prisoners 
who are holding out hear stories 
that dear friends have changed 
sides. 

Big Black kept talking and the 
press conference was almost 
over, but few reporters ap- 
proached him, almost none tak- 
ing notes. I asked a reporter, 
“Aren’t you covering the press 
conference?”’ He says, “Oh yeah, 
but Ramsey Clark isn’t here 
yet.” I asked, “But aren’t you 
doing a story about Big Black 
too?” He said, “No, not really. 
Look, you write for the Phoenix, 
that’s one thing. I gotta write for 
this little weekly where the folks 
think that anything outside of 
their town is international news. 
My angle is that Ramsey Clark, 
a national dignitary, is in town. 
That makes it a news event. 
They don’t want to hear that Big 
Black, an Attica prisoner charg- 
ed with murdering somebody, is 
in town. If I covered that part of 
it they wouldn’t run the story.” 

Ramsey Clark never made it to 
the press conference so the 
reporters straggled over to 
Cousins Gym for the speeches. 
Before the speech I asked Clark, 
“Which strategy are you using in 
your Senate race? Are you trying 
to raise the important issues, like 
the rebellion at Attica for exam- 
ple, risking turning off some 


voters in the short run but 
educating them in the long run? 
Or do you believe you should try 
to win at all costs, then try to 
effect changes after you’ve been 
elected?” 

Clark chuckled. “Well, my 
strategy is not to have a 
strategy.” See, Ramsey is just a 
down home boy who in these 
days of post-Watergate in- 
nocence among politicians would 
never have such a dirty idea as 
strategy. He just got appointed 
Attorney General, nominated for 
the U.S. Senate, and elected in 
the recent primary through 
divine intervention. But seeing 
that his answer didn’t go over too 
well, he elaborated further, “I 
feel my campaign can serve the 
people by examining the 
political issues, not obscuring 
them. My role in Attica is pretty 
well-known. I can assure you 
that the papers upstate 
(northern New York, the 
Republican, conservative 
stronghold) use every opportuni- 
ty to take my picture every time 
I go to Attica to work on the trial. 
(Clark is defending one of the At- 
tica prisoners as an attorney.) 

Big Black spoke first to the 
audience of 500 students. He 
-hammered away at his major 
theme: that somehow there has 


got to be help, that people can’t 
forget Attica. “This weekend is 
the third anniversary of the At- 
tica uprising, and we need peo- 
ple, a lot of people to come to 
Buffalo to show the government 
that the people see through these 
indictments and want them 
dropped. (mild applause) And I 
tell you I'd like to see a million 
people come to Buffalo this 
weekend and stay for a week, 
and that would show the govern- 
ment we mean business.”’ 
(stunned silence.) (Actually, 
2,500 ended up going to the 
demonstrations. ) 

Big Black interrupted himself. 
“Look, I gotta say something. I 
mean, I appreciate all you white 
people but as I’m looking around 
here in this sea of white I hardly 
see any black faces, and it makes 
me sick, makes me sad. That’s 
the way it is almost everywhere 
we speak. I understand it, it’s 
fear; fear has always done this to 
our people, but it still hurts.” 
And only a few years ago black 
students were leading struggles 
for black studies programs and 
against racist practices of the 
University. At Tufts in 1969, 
black students threatened to 
engage white construction 
workers in hand-to-hand’combat 
if the University did not stop a

construction project from which 
black employees were excluded. 
But the times have changed. 


Sectarianism 


Big Black lashed out against 
the sectarianism that has 
plagued the movement. ‘Look, 
let’s not talk about Trotskyism 
and Maoism. Let’s talk about 
realism. If the indictments aren’t 
dropped then a lot of us are gon- 
na have to go back to jail and die 
there, ‘cause we’re gonna be kill- 


ed. Why is the ruling class op- 
pressing us? Why can’t we unite? 
Can't you see that the same 
thing that is happening to us is 
happening to you? Can’t you see 
that they’re gonna come for all of 
you someday and you better wise 
up before it’s too late. It wasn’t 
just black niggers who got shot at 
Attica, it was white niggers, 
Puerto Rican niggers, too. If you 
rebel, no matter what color you 
are, they’ll treat you like a 
nigger. Attica is everything. At- 
tica is everywhere. Attica is all of 
us. 

The students sat in numbed 
torpor. Attica does extend out- 
side of the prison gates, but 
‘Tufts isn’t Attica, B.U. isn’t At- 
tica, Harvard isn’t Attica, and 
the students knew it. For them, 
Attica is a world of violence and 
suffering light years away, a 
place from which speakers for 
the distinguished lecture series 
are recruited. The misery of 
college oppression is real, but it 
is not the same as the horror of 
prison oppression, and Big Black 
could not stir with words what 
the students did not feel in their 
guts. At the instigation of 
Ramsey Clark, Big Black got a 
pro forma and listless standing 
ovation.

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For and About Women 
Responses to Dress — Sexist and Otherwise

In the Catholic high school I 
went to in the late 1950s and ear- 
ly "60s the nuns launched a 
systematic campaign to 
obliterate my sexuality. That 
they were doing the same to all 
my classmates, and to thousands 
of schoolgirls around the world, 
doesn’t lessen my bitterness. 
Like Yossarian in Catch 22, I 
take institutionalized brutality 
very personally. The “sisters” 
did a damn good job on me, 
probably an even better one than 
they did on those of my 
classmates who, less shy and 
homely, had acquired some 
degree of empirical knowledge to 
counter the crap they were being 
fed at school. Of course, the very 
experience of growing up in the 
50s reinforced the ideal of asex- 
uality so assiduously fostered by 
the Catholic schools — Ozzie 
and Harriet were hardly models 
of smoldering sensuality, David 
and the Irrespressible Ricky 
notwithstanding. 

I was 20 before I realized that I 
had any sexual feelings at all, 
and because those feelings found 
their expression in the context of 
an intense romance, it took two 
more years to realize that I was 
capable of being sexually at- 
tracted to men I didn’t love, 
didn’t like, and sometimes 


didn’t even know. When that 
realization hit me, I did what 
many of my generation did — 
took a flying leap into the sexual 
revolution and fell flat on my 
face. 

The current era of feminism 
followed (and in many ways was 
precipitated by) the debacle of 
the sexual revolution. We had 
learned, and rightly so, to 
despise sexual objectification. 
We had learned that following 
through on sexual attraction 
could bring far more pain and 
disillusionment than pleasure. 
And we had learned to distrust 
men. 

Unfortunately, we had also 
learned to distrust our own sex- 
uality. As often happens in any 
growth process, we took three 
steps forward and two steps 
back. The acceptance of the sim- 
ple fact of sexual attraction ex- 
isting on its own terms became a 
source of hidden shame (as it 
had been in my high-school 
days). In a framework of 
revolutionary freedom, our sex- 
ual impulses once again became 
dirty. (Let me say at the outset 
that I am confining this discts- 
sion to the modes of sexuality I 
know best — that of the 
heterosexual woman, which is 
my own experience, and that of 


the heterosexual man, with 
which I’ve been involved.) 

I understand and identify with 
the needs many of my sisters 
have to deny the reality of ins- 
tant sexual response, and to 
equate such response with objec- 
tification. And it is certainly true 
that the form our attractions 
take is connected with our early 
and oppressive conditioning. 
(On the most obvious level, a 
man who is turned on by small, 
frail women is probably, to some 
extent, reflecting his con- 
ditioning as — at best — 
protector-bread-winner-etc. And 
my own preference for tall men 
is, I’m certain, an ingrained 
acknowledgement, on some 
level, of that same concept of 
masculine-feminine roles. Still, 
these habitual tastes do not 
necessarily indicate a blanket 
acceptance of the roles they 
represent — provided that our 
sexuality is not limited to such 
responses. ) 

Nonetheless, I think that ob- 
jectification is a far more com- 
plex phenomenon than just sex- 
ual attraction. Objectification is 
attraction joined with contempt, 
whether that contempt takes the 
form of obvious harrassment or 
the assumption that the woman 
(and objectification is essentially 


a male trait) exists on no other 
level than the one perceived and 
defined by the man. Unfor- 
tunately, the patriarchy has 
taught men objectification, call- 
ing it sexuality — so that most 


men think that their contempt is’ 


actually a natural and even 
wholesome animal lust. They do 
not realize that when passion is 
mixed with hostility, the essence 
of sexuality is changed, even 
destroyed. 

But I believe that men (if they 
want to) can learn to refrain 
from objectification without 
negating their passions — 
though they may be surprised by 
the changes in basic sexual at- 
titudes that this struggle entails. 
I also believe that women (who 
have not had the same contempt 
bred into them) can accept their 
own sexuality at its rawest level 
and not become corrupted. 
Women struggle with their own 
romanticism rather than objec- 
tification, but romanticism — in 
spite of wedding cakes and Love 
Story and True Confessions — is 
far less corrupting than objec- 
tification, since it is predicated 
on some form of love, no matter 
how convoluted. However, 
romanticism, like objectifica- 
tion, presupposes the tawdriness 
of simple sexual attraction. 


And I refuse, because of my 
political beliefs and my own gut 
experience, to accept that taw- 
driness as a given. I remember 
the pure enthusiasm and joy I 
brought to any sexual contact 
when I was in my early twenties 
and had just discovered the 
sheer delight of sex. I also 
remember, around the same 
time, walking with my friend 
Sandy along the gay cruising 
area of New York’s Third 
Avenue, for the simple joy of 
watching sensual, attractive 
men who wore tight pants to 
show off their sexy asses (this 
was during the fashion era that 
equated “straight” masculinity 
with drabness). There was no 
contempt or smugness in our en- 
joyment, and we hardly expected 
any gratification from these men 
beyond the mild pleasure we got 
from looking at them. We were 
careful not to intrude on them; 
we knew and respected that it 
was not our attention they 
wanted. And we truly believed 
that this respectful enjoyment 
was what sexual freedom meant 
— to everybody. When | think of 
the loss of innocence in my life, 
what I mourn is the loss not of 
virginity but of that faith in the . 
wholesome loveliness of sexual 
response. 
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A few years later, in the height 


of my chickie days, I remember 


walking down a street in 
Berkeley in one of the crotch- 
length dresses I always wore. 
Even at that time, when I 
courted any kind of male atten- 
tion, I was invariably disgusted 
both with the men who made 
remarks at me and with myself 
for eliciting those remarks. But 
on this particular day, a young, 
long-haired man walking by 
turned to me with a smile and 
exclaimed happily: “You have 
beautiful legs!” And I thanked 
him and went on my way, beam- 
ing. My sexuality had been 
acknowledged and admired in a 
way that was totally free of 
deprecation, hostility or con- 
tempt. Today, this is the only 
such encounter I can recall 
without cringing. I'm grateful to 
that man: he has helped me to 
remember, after years of 
progressive disillusionment, that 
a spontaneous sexual response 
does not have to be degrading. 

Ironically, perhaps, I became 
most aware of my capacity for 
sexual attraction at a time 
when, hurt and confused by my 
relationships with men, I decid- 
ed to be celibate for a while. No 
longer threatened by the need to 
act on my sexual impulses, I 
became totally comfortable with 
them. I was surprised to discover 
that I was attracted to men I 
would never want to sleep with 
— that the gap between feeling a 
sexual impulse and acting it out 
could be very wide indeed. And I 
began to realize that a lot of us 
— female and male — had 
swallowed the myth of post- 
Freudian patriarchy hook, line, 
and sinker: that being aware of 
one’s sexuality was synonymous 
with acting on it. Now I was dis- 
covering that this awareness 
meant no such thing. Within the 
framework of my celibacy I was 
exploring my own sexuality with 
more freedom than I had known 
even in the early days of inno- 
cent lust. 

I’m not especially recommen- 
ding celibacy — as with all forms 
of sexual expression (and it may 
be so construed), its usefulness 
depends on the individual’s 
needs. Nor am I negating the 
validity of casual sex, though I 
know that for myself (as for 
many women) it’s lost most of its 
appeal — partly because I’ve 
come to distrust men, and partly 
because the meager rewards of 
even the best impersonal sexual 
encounters are not enough to 
compensate for the desolation of 
experiericing physical intimacy 
in an emotional vacuum. Super- 
ficial sexuality has its place in 
my life, but that place is limited 
to my private enjoyment of a 
man’s sexy looks. 

And here I must add — at the 
risk of alienating some sisters — 
that along with enjoying my own 
attraction to men, I do miss their 
fun of flirtation. For the most 


part, I dress with conscious asex- 
uality now, since most men 
aren't like my Berkeley admirer 
and their attentions are in- 
evitably ugly and infuriating. 
But I keep my chickie clothing in 
my closet, and find myself long- 
ing, every so often, to bring it out 
again — partly as a concession to 
narcissim (ten years of relative 
self-confidence hasn't 
obliterated the effects of 20 years 
of homeliness, and I still react 
with surprised pleasure to the 
realization that I’m attractive) 
— and partly because I would 
like to see that narcissism con- 
firmed by the admiration of 
men. Not an especially noble 
longing, I know, but I can’t 
believe that it’s a terribly 
shameful one either. 

What then about male sex- 
uality? If it’s okay for a woman 
to experience attraction without 
any deeper emotion, and even to 
get off on male admiration, is it 
okay for a man to experience the 
same thing? Yes. We all have 
‘sexual impulses and they need to 
be dealt with. I’ve known men 
who, feeling guilt over op- 
pressiveness to women, have 
attempted completely to negate 
their own sexuality, transfor- 
ming every sexual impulse into 
an automatic act of oppression. I 
respect and admire the struggle 
of these men, but I think they’re 
unnecessarily hurting 
themselves. At the same time, I 
don’t think any man can, in good 
conscience, simply accept, unex- 
amined, his own sexuality. Men 
need to understand that they 
have been trained by the 
patriarchy to be our oppressors, 
much as soldiers are trained to 
be killers, and they need to ex- 
amine all of their responses to 
women. On a sexual level this 
does not mean denying the ex- 
istence of their urges, but it does 
mean trying to understand them 
— struggling to discover the 
components of objectification in 
those urges and then to weed out 
those components. 

I think this struggle is possi- 
ble, and I think it requires both 
severity and compassion towards 
oneself. Self-recrimination is 
pointless and ultimately 
counterproductive. We’re not 
living in a_ post-revolutionary 
world: as with Rappaccini’s 
daughter, the poisons of our 
culture are bred into the very 
substance of our beings, and get- 
ting rid of them is no overnight 
task. The first step is learning to 
recognize what is corrupt in 
ourselves, and to separate it from 
what is decent and wholesome. 
Preserving what is decent is at 
least as important as destroying 
what is not. And in spite of all 
the ugliness that has gotten en- 
tangled with it, I still believe 
that sexuality — sensual and 
carnal pleasure in our own and 
each other’s bodies — is in its 
uncorrupted form a profoundly 
decent experience.

says Chastain, describe him as a 
natural born fighter. One said, “I 
believe that Jack is a true psy- 
chopath ... or a sociopath, as 
psychiatrists use the term 
today."’ He is now living in a 
rural area of the South, raising 
cotton, soybeans and cattle and 
occasionally making long trips 
away from home. He is said to 
delight in attending cattle auc- 
tions and always pays cash for 
the prize steers he purchases. 

Armstrong had strong FBI and 
CIA ties, and charges against 
him in the U.S. had a curious 
way of getting dropped. 

In the early ’60s, Armstrong 
was in the middle of the anti- 
Castro guerrilla milieu of Cuban 
exiles along the Miami- 
Louisiana axis who were respon- 
sible, backed by generous CIA 


help, for the Bay of Pigs inva- 
sion. This, incidentally, is the 
same milieu from which the 
Watergate burglars were drawn, 
and into which many in- 
vestigative trails concerning the 
President Kennedy assassina- 
tion seem to lead. 

Indeed, this unofficial suspect 
bears a close resemblance not 
only to the FBI sketch of King’s 
assassin, but to one of the 
famous “three tramps” arrested 
when Kennedy was killed, at 
Dealey Plaza in Dallas. They 
were picked up less than 30 
minutes after the shots. Their 
pictures were taken as police led 
them across the plaza to a 
sheriff's office. Strangely, no 
record of their booking exists. 
They merely disappeared from 
public scrutiny on entering the 
building. Furthermore, their 
guards included a man in a 
Dallas police uniform who, in- 
vestigators claim, was not a 
policeman at all. No records of 
him exist either. Assassination 


conspiracy theorists have made 
much of the “three tramps” af- 
fair. 

This isn’t Armstrong’s only 
possible connection to the JFK 
shooting. He is mentioned in the 
appendix of the Warren Com- 
mission Report on that 
assassination as being linked to 
Jack Ruby in a 1961 gun-running 
scheme for anti-Castro 
guerrillas. Jack Ruby was the 
man who shot Lee Harvey 
Oswald, the only assassination 
suspect, on national TV. Ruby 
died of cancer three years later. 


Two Points 


James Earl Ray’s attempt to 
get a new trial does not yet in- 
volve such exotic matters. “The 
conspiracy will not be gone into 
at any great length at this 
evidentiary hearing on October 
22,” says Livingston. two 
points that will be dealt with are 
whether Ray in fact freely and 
voluntarily pleaded guilty, and 
whether or not he had the 


assistance of competent, effec- 
tive legal counsel in Mr. Percy 
Foreman.” 

If it’s proved that Ray was 
coerced into his guilty plea, or 
that Foreman had interests other 
than Ray’s in the case, the way 
would be paved for a new trial, 
which would take place 
sometime next year. Ray and his 
legal team contend that 
Foreman “sold out’’ Ray to 
preserve the economic value of a 
book about his life, in which 
Foreman had 60 percent royalty 
rights. A book about a non- 
assassin wouldn’t be worth 
much. Foreman denies the 
charge, pointing out that he was 
already rich enough to have no 
pressing interest in the amount 
of money involved. Ray’s third 
lawyer, James Lesar, has termed 
Foreman’s denial “just one lie 
after the other.” 

“We expect to prove at this 
evidentiary hearing,” Livingston 
stresses, “‘that from the time of 
his arrest to the date he pleaded 
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guilty, everybody that had 
dealings with James Earl Ray 
conned the man. I think the 
world’s going to be surprised, to 
say the least, to see what’s going 
on. I don’t think the conspiracy 
will be an issue in the eviden- 
tiary hearing, but I think we’ll be 
able to show evidence of a cover- 
up of a conspiracy by the federal 
government and the State of 
Tennessee.” 

Others watching the case, like 
Chastain, say Livingston is 
“unrealistic” in expecting to 
prove so much. 

One difficulty is that Ray 
himself won’t talk. Livingston 
says Ray would fear for his life if 
he did. “‘He feels he’s winning in 
the courts, which he is, and he 
feels that if he is not a prosecu- 
tion witness, and if he has no 
contact with prosecution 
witnesses, he might have some 
measure of safety if he is released 
from prison in the future.” 

At any rate, October 22 seems 
to be a date to watch. The State 
of Tennessee is trying to delay 
Ray’s hearing past that time by 
challenging the broad discovery 
motions Judge McRae granted to 
Ray’s lawyers, but that move is 
not considered likely to succeed. 

For a decade, numerous peo- 
ple have been trying to find con- 
clusive proof of wide conspiracy 
behind the assassinations that 
have so influenced recent 
American history. Thousands of 
details point in that direction, 
but solid evidence of guilt on the 
part of any one conspirator — 
the smoking pistol, as it were — 
has always seemed elusive. 
Given the past history of promis- 
ing assassination leads that 
never quite got anywhere, the 
upcoming Ray case may also 
lead nowhere. On the other 
hand, it could also open up the 
questions of the ’60s 
assassinations more effectively 
than anything in the last half 
dozen years. 
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Laker Airways: In or Out of the Basement?

Laker Airways could be to 
travelers what Filene’s Base- 
ment is to shoppers — if Presi- 
dent Ford rejects the advice he’s 


getting from the Civil 


Aeronautics Board. 

In a unanimous decision, the 
CAB has voted against granting 
Laker a permit to operate a 
“Skytrain” flight service, New 
York to London, at rates far 
below the current $302 one-way 
fare. Laker, a privately owned 
British airline, proposes 
operating what amounts to an 
hourly shuttle service at $125 
one-way fare. “Skytrain” would 
operate on a first-come, first- 
served basis, with no reser- 
vations, no free in-flight meals, 
no free drinks, and no lounge 
with piano. 

Skytrain may sound good to 
you, but to Pan Am, TWA, 
National and Seaboard, as well 


as British Airways and 
Caledonia, the whole idea has 
the unpleasant echo of an empty 
piggybank. Those airlines, 
designated by the U.S. and the 
United Kingdom to operate 
trans-Atlantic services, are 
alarmed at the plan, which they 
believe would inhibit their 
business and force down ticket 
prices. A drop in one-way fare 
from $302 to $125 would create a 
lot of gloomy faces in airline 
boardrooms. The airlines con- 
tend that Skytrain’s influence 
and competition eventually 
would produce mammoth 
operating losses. 

The final decision on 
Skytrain’s permit must be made 
by President Ford, according to a 
1946 U.S.-United Kingdom 
agreement on international air 
services. The President 
traditionally draws on the CAB 


for advice, but in this case their 
advice may have to be overlook- 
ed 


“There is no precedent for re- 
jection of a permit,” Laker at- 
torney Robert Beckman told the 
Phoenix. United Kingdom 
has already designated Skytrain 
a trans-Atlantic carrier, and for 
the President to reject the per- 
mit at this point would be un- 
thinkable.” 


Heeding the CAB’s advice to 
refuse Laker an operating permit 
would constitute “an affront to 
the United Kingdom,” Beckman 
continued. “Refusing to carry 
out obligations of the 1946 agree- 
ment would be harmful to 
relations between the two coun- 
tries. We’re confident that Presi- 
dent Ford will be guided by 
traditional deference to this in- 
ternational agreement.” 


Last March CAB ad- 
ministrative Law Judge Greer 
Murphy recommended that 
Skytrain be permitted to 
operate, but suggested certain 
conditions be met. The proposed 
fare went from the $80-$90 range 
to $125. With that readjustment, 
Murphy recommended a _ two- 
year permit be granted Laker 
Airways, adding that other air- 
line protests of the Skytrain plan 
were overstated. 

It could have been past ex- 
perience with Laker that 
prompted the Aeronautical 
Board’s decision; the British air- 
line has, according to CAB 
claims, been involved in viola- 
tion of charter flight regulations. 
Or it could have been a strong 
lobbying effort on the part of the 
airlines with the $302 one-way 
fare. Chances are it was a little 
of each. 


Laker’s no-reservation, 
pack’em-in approach to the 
trans-Atlantic air market won’t 
draw customers away from the 
usual New York-London traffic, 
said Reuben B. Robinson III, 
Laker’s legal director. Skytrain’s 
no-frills service is not “likely to 
appeal greatly to the business 
and leisure travelers,” Robinson 
continued, adding that Skytrain 
is “a unique experiment that 
could prove.to be an important 
step in the fight against in- 
flation.” 


Those of us who can’t afford to 
fly at the current rates look 
forward to the President’s deci- 
sion with almost as much ap- 
prehension as the market- 
smashing Laker Airways and its 
many pilots waiting for the 
signal to put their DC-10 Jumbo 
Jets in the air over the Atlantic. 
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Printed Matters: Nixon’s Phlebitis Ploy

Last week this column was 
about a wily New York-based 
publicist whose skills are so for- 
midable she could probably put 
leprosy on the Times best-seller 
list. But even she would not be 
able to improve upon the 
publicity campaign for Nixon’s 
phlebitis, an account currently 
being handled by Air Force Ma- 
jor General Walter Tkach M.D., 
President Ford, the news media, 
and Nixon himself. 

On the Globe's front page of 
Sunday, September 15, the 
headline read: “Nixon fears he 
will die if hospitalized, doctor 
says.” With all due respect to his 
left leg, this headline, with its 
undisguised melodrama, was 
clearly written for aficionados of 
The Edge of Night. For those 
more immune to the charms of 


soap opera, like me, the headline 
was cause only for suspicion. 
After all, John Osborne of The 
New Republic way back on July 
20 already detailed Nixon’s 
phlebitis ploy. 

Osborne wrote that at the 
beginning of July, when Nixon 
was at the Kremlin, a junior Nix- 
on staffer said that Dr. Tkach 
and his assistant, Rear Adm. 
WiHiam Lukash, “had begged 
the President in Salzburg to 
cancel the Mideast trip and had 
warned him in the most urgent 
terms that he risked death from 
a rush of blood clots to the lungs 
and arteries. The assistant said 
that the President rejected the 
advice and ordered his 
physicians, along with the few 
other assistants who knew of the 


problem, to keep absolutely 
quiet about it.” 

Osborne goes on: “Mr. Nixon 
didn’t have to stand for hours in 
reception lines in Cairo and 
Alexandria, endure hours seated 
in punishing restriction in 
motorcade cars, and (as Ziegler 
later described it) suffer that 
agonizing train ride to Alexan- 
dria. But he did. He didn’t have 
to clamber up rough slopes and 
stand on jagged rocks and 
otherwise exert himself in 
blistering heat at the Egyptian 
pyramids. But he did. He didn’t 
have to walk under a blazing 
sun, in heat that damn near 
prostrated me and young 
reporters, from one royal palace 
to another in Jeddah, Saudi 
Arabia. But he did.” 


The litany of self-destructive 
gestures continues. He walked 
when he could have been driven. 
He was driven in cramped 
quarters when he could have 
taken a helicopter. When a 
reporter asked General Haig in 
Key Biscayne a few days later 
whether he thought Nixon 
planned to ride out his crises, 
perhaps even his life, on the crest 
of phlebitis, Haig answered, with 
a sobriety that suggested the 
question had been on Haig’s 
mind too, that so far as he knew 
the President had no such wish. 

If Nixon was already digging 
his own grave back in July, we 
certainly can’t discount the 
possibility that he is still shovel- 
ing. If he is, it is indeed a sad 
comment on the man that he 


continues to manipulate the 
American public even when his 
strategies engender his own end. 
Can it be true he will stop at 
nothing, that he would prefer a 
premature death and the chance 
for a eulogy wreathed with sym- 
pathy to survival under the 
burden of his sworn testimony? 

The man is surely beaten. He 
likely does not wish to survive. 
The question is how much of our 
sympathy he can lay claim to. 
Will we permit him to buy back 
his dignity with his self- 
destruction? Do heart-rending 
headlines wash away our suffer- 
ing, even as they document his? 


But back to the Globe Sunday 
headline for a moment. In the 
story’s first paragraph, Nixon is 
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quoted as telling Tkach: “If I go 
into the hospital, I’ll never come 
out alive.” The next sentence: 
“He |Tkach] did not say why 
Mr. Nixon feared he would die if 
hospitalized.”” Now, if Nixon’s 
personal physician does not un- 
derstand Nixon’s fears, we can 
infer that the medical opinion is 
that he probably will not die. 
Eight lines into the story and 
already it smells fishy; already it 
has the aroma of public relations 
work. But the story immediately 
picks up again, perfumed now 
with doleful adjectives. Nixon is 
“ravaged,” “fatigued,” “tense,” 
his condition “has worsened.” 
Curiously, although persons 
associated with the Nixon Ad- 
ministration indicate that his 
emotional health is severely im- 
paired, Tkach adds that Nixon 
shows no signs of mental im- 
balance. They all want us to 
know that his ills are purely of 
the flesh, not of the spirit. Nixon 
adroitly gets his physical in- 


capacity on the front pages; his 
moral iftcapacity remains dis- 
creetly in the shadows. 

Do the newspapers still need 
Nixon to the extent that even 
phlebitis rumors, which remain 
unsubstantiated, merit top 
billing? What is wrong with our 
dailies? Jaworski’s dilemma is 
far more genuine than Nixon’s 
and should be on the front page. 
But we are continuously 
fascinated by the man’s 
masochism, by the never-ending 
spectacle of his self-debasement. 
Most of us think, and the 
headlines confirm it, that Nix- 
on’s left leg is more important 
than the American body politic. 

On Monday morning, 
September 16, it was the Herald- 
American’s turn to showcase the 
ex-president’s trauma with a 
towering front page headline: 
“Concern Grows Over Nixon 
Health.” Once again we are 
treated to Tkach’s warnings to 
Jaworski. Then he reminds us 


that there is “no depression”’ in 
Nixon’s mental state. Buried 
deep in the story, alas, is a 
paragraph on Nixon's past 
refusal to wear a_ protective 
elastic stocking to minimize 
swelling even after his doctors 
had prescribed it. The man may 
have too much pride to go into 
the hospital — some may even 
view this as noble — but why the 
hell wouldn’t he wear a protec- 
tive stocking that doesn’t even 
show in public? 

On the same Monday, the 
Globe, perhaps embarrassed by 
the play it gave the phlebitis plot 
on Sunday, maybe just tired of 
it, ran its Nixon story back on 
page seven. A wire service piece, 
it contained one of the most 
peculiar details of all: “Gen. 
Walter Tkach said Mr. Nixon’s 
condition is so critical that 
Tkach hasn’t even discussed the 
case with Pat Nixon ‘for fear of 
frightening her.’ ’’ He could have 
been more secretive by renting a 


billboard on Route 1 just outside 
the San Clemente compound. “‘I 
guess she'll read this now,” he 
adds judiciously, ‘‘and I guess 
that’s good.” 

And as I write this, the next 
predictable chapter of the 
phlebitis story is before us. Nix- 
on’s attorneys claim that Dick’s 
phlebitis, along with executive 
privilege, should prevent his 
having to appear in a lawsuit 
stemming from a Billy Graham 
rally in Charlotte, N.C., three 
years ago. Now it’s reported that 
Nixon will be hospitalized 
“within the next few weeks,” 
contrary to Dr. Tkach’s report 
that he will not. Whether he goes 
into the hospital or not, it seems 
certain that the decision will be 
made on the basis not of his 
physical condition but of 
political expediency. The begin- 
ning of the Watergate cover-up 
conspiracy trial on Oct. 1 will 
probably find Nixon in a “grave”’ 
physical state (though ‘mentally 


alert,” -of course), and if it re- 
quires hospitalization to make 
that point, that’s where he'll be. 

I will not be convinced that 
Nixon is dying from blood clots. 
(Ken Clawson recently reported 
to Newsweek that he had observ- 
ed Nixon walking with no visible 
pain.) His disease is still, swollen 
leg or no, a terminal case of 
shame, dishonor and deceit. Ex- 
cept that Nixon calls it phlebitis. 
No doubt the man is in some 
physical distress, but if he had 
started following doctor’s orders 
(e.g. taking anti-coagulants) in- 
stead of continuing to exploit the 
public, the phlebitis would now 
not be so severe. It might even 
have already been controlled, 
unlike his moral infirmity, which 
can’t. 

Not every man’s death 
diminishes me. Not so ignoble 
and self-serving a death as the 
one Nixon has probably planned 
for himself. It is enough to make 
one cry, but not for him. 
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Bridgewater: Cruel and Unusual Punishment

Federal Magistrate Willie J. 
Davis last week declared con- 
ditions at one section of MCI- 
Bridgewater so unsanitary as to 
violate Eighth Amendment 
protections against cruel and un- 
usual punishment. His findings 
resulted from a federal class ac- 
tion suit brought against the 
Department of Correction last 
March by an inmate in the 
Protective Custody (BX) sec- 
tion. Davis spent two days per- 
sonally inspecting the institution 
in the course of the hearings. 

While the complaint referred 
largely to the BX unit, charging 
that ‘“ssubhuman” conditions ex- 
ist there, Davis emphasized that 
the entire Bridgewater facility 
presents a fire hazard. Because 


there is no automatic device for 
opening cells at one time in an 
emergency, as in reasonably con- 
temporary institutions, Davis 
noted that there would “un- 
doubtedly be a holocaust” if a 
fire broke out. Currently, there 
are 750 persons incarcerated at 
Bridgewater. 

The Protective Custody unit is 
located in a section formerly 
used to lock up drunks. Those 
cells were emptied in July, 1973, 
when the law decriminalized 
simple drunkenness. There are 
now 145 transferees in protective 
custody. According to a report 
the Correction Department 
drafted in March but has not yet 
published, the Department in- 
tended to increase its transfers to 


the Bridgewater PC unit to make 
greater use of the facility. During 
the hearings in Davis’ cour- 
troom, inmates alleged that they 
were sent to Bridgewater's BX as 
punishment although transfers 
are — theoretically — made only 
for protective custody reasons. 
Meanwhile, inmates have been 
trying to organize a chapter of 
the New England Prisoners 
Association at Bridgewater in an 
attempt to improve conditions 
from the inside. 

In response to Davis’ findings, 
Bridgewater Supt. Charles W. 
Gaughan blamed the State 
legislature for denying renova- 
tion funds. The legislature did, 
in fact, grant money for the 
rehabilitation of the institution 


in 1967. About $8 million has 
been spent constructing new 
buildings on the grounds. 
Although the new facilities ought 
to have been ready some months 
ago for the transfer of some 400 
inmate/patients in the State 
Hospital section (for the 
“criminally insane”), Gaughan 
admits much necessary equip- 
ment has not been installed. The 
new construction was faulty, and 
the buildings developed foun- 
dations cracks and flooding soon 
after they were up. 

It will be a while before the 
Bridgewater case is resolved. 
Magistrate Davis’ report now 
goes to Federal Judge W. Arthur 
Garrity, Jr., and such decisions 
have taken from six to 18 months 


in the past. Although most peo- 
ple have forgotten, then Gov. 
Foster Furcolo in 1958 tried to 
close the institution for all time. 


Hunger Strike 

The Department of Correction 
faced a second public confronta- 
tion last week when a contingent 
of Republican representatives 
and candidates, led by Rep. Bar- 
bara Gray of Framingham, 
challenged the Governor after in- 
vestigating the situation sur- 
rounding the hunger strike of 
three prisoners in segregation at 
Walpole. The strike is now in its 
fourth week. 

Rep. Barbara Gray has told 
the Phoenix that, before the 
week ends, she will submit a 
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detailed complaint to Gov. Fran- 


cis Sargent citing “justifiable 
evidence and court cases” for the 
release of the three inmates 
holding the hunger protest in 
Walpole’s Departmental 
Segregation Unit. They are 
Robert Daigle, Arthur Morrow, 
and Jerry Sousa. Morrow and 
Sousa have been in segregation 
for almost a year, but Gray noted 
they had “no hearing and no for- 
mal charges were made against 
them” at the time they were sent 
to DSU. While she said she 
found 10-Block cleaner than on 
previous visits and flowers 
planted outside the prison, she 
stressed that physical im- 
provements do not change the 
matter of denying due process to 
inmates, nor the issue of whether 
men in DSU should be locked in 
cells 23 out of 24 hours. 


Gray said the questions she 
has about the DSU need to be 
taken “to the top” and that she 
intends to see the Governor right 
after he receives her report. 


Asked whether she would call 
for the closing of 10-Block (a de- 
mand made last week by the 
New England Prisoners 
Association), Gray pointed out 
that — in view of the realities of 
Walpole — some arrangement 
would have to be made for hous- 
ing inmates who voluntarily re- 
quest protective custody, as this 
group is housed in the DSU 10- 
Block area with those confined 
for disciplinary reasons. The 
problem, she said, is that protec- 
tion is needed because “there is a 
stabbing about once a week — 
and the guards and inmates both 
admit it.” 

Correction Commissioner 
Frank Hall has adopted an offen- 
sive stance, saying the men can 
end their hunger strike whenever 
they wish. In defending charges 
of denial of due process 
procedures, Hall holds that the 
cases of the men in DSU are fre- 
vy z quently reviewed. But Gray says 
3 the men are told they can be 
released only “when their at- 
titudes change.”

“fireworks.” Someone had come 
up behind Don Killeen, put a 
sub-machine gun to the back of 
his head, and fired several short 
bursts. His death, police said, 
was part of the “Mullins Gang 
Feud.” His family never found 
his half million dollar stash of 
payoff money. And, a few days 
later, flowers arrived, bearing 
the message ‘“‘Au Revoir.”’ They 
were sent collect. 

The Mullinses are reported to 
have a fondness for sub-machine 
guns, and their execution 
methods have earned them 
something of a “‘Gang That 
Couldn’t Shoot Straight’’ 
reputation. ‘‘The Italian 
mobsters used to joke about the 
Irish guys blowing out half a 
building with their machine 
guns and still miss the guy they 


‘were after,” says the former 
Southie gang member. 

There is a story very much like 
that attributed to the Mullins 
operation — that they opened 
fire on a guy sitting in the back 
seat of a car at near point-blank 
range and just nicked him on the 
ear. Another time, a masked 
Mullins Gang member aimed a 
handgun at his would-be victim. 
The victim was close enough to 
tear off the mask, yet the gun- 
man fired and missed. 

Mostly, though, their methods 
are crude but effective. There is 
a former South Boston High star 
athlete, now confined to a 
wheelchair, who reportedly can 
attest to that. The more conven- 
tional, businesslike mobsters are 
uneasy about the wildness and 
unpredictability of this latest

generation of young Irish 
Mafiosi, but can’t afford to ig- 
nore them. Police officials claim, 
therefore, that there is now a 
close, working relationship 
between the Mullins Gang and 
the New England organized 
crime hierarchy, such as it is. 

Police say the Mullins group 
operates as one of about five 
neighborhood enforcement arms 
directly under the leader of 
Somerville’s notorious Winter 
Hill Mob. As a result, the 
Mullins gang has been described 
by Ted Harrington, former head 
of the New England Organized 
Crime Task Force, as “‘people of 
consequence.” 

“There are only about 15 or 20 
hard core members,’ said a 
police official, “‘and we're all 
aware of who they are. We 
believe they are trying to use the 
anti-busing thing to their own 
advantage — to enhance their 
status in the community.” 

He also claimed the City Point 
Athletic Assn. (CPAA), where 
they are supposed to hang out, is 
their “gang headquarters” and 
has been periodically busted for 
serving booze without a license. 

However, one self-styled gang 
member, James Kelly, took issue 
with the police charges in a 
Globe interview last week. 
‘“‘While all the Mullins are 
members of the CPAA,”’ he said, 
“all CPAA members are not 
necessarily members of the 
Mullins.” 


Others in the South Boston 
community echoed Kelly’s sen- 
timents!‘There are private clubs 
in East Boston and everywhere 
else that serve their members 
drinks without a lieense,’’ said 
one. “That doesn’t mean they’re 
in the Mafia. It just means they 
couldn’t get a liquor license.”” He 
claimed the CPAA is “strictly an 
organization that helps kids in 
sports.” 


A South Boston political ac- 
tivist also took the police depart- 
ment to task for trying to use the 
busing trouble as an excuse to 
take on the Mullins Gang. 
“DiGrazia’s going about the 
whole thing the wrong way,” he 
said. “If you want to keep them 
under control, all you have to do 
is roust them. Get the word out 
— no drinking after 1 a.m., no 
booking. Roust them on mis- 
demeanors if you have to. 
Bookies don’t like to get run in 
for spitting on the sidewalk.” 

One thing you have to unders- 
tand about urban street gangs, 
I’m told, is that they have ex- 
isted in every tough ethnic 
neighborhood. Some have 
produced hoodlums as well as 
neighborhood and _ political 
leadership. Included in or 
around the Mullins group, 
reportedly, are a number of pre- 
sent and former police officers. 
They grew up together. They 
still socialize and drink together. 
But that doesn’t make them all 
hoodlums. 


In neighborhoods from which 
people never move, where 
employment is scarce and the 
mentality provincial, the gangs 
never disband and at some point 
the clubhouse ceases to be a 
clubhouse and becomes, in the 
eyes of the authorities at least, 
mob headquarters. 

“I think this business about 
the Mullins Gang being in the 
underworld and having anything 
to do with the busing troubles,” 
said a politico whose brother is 
reported to be associated with 
the gang, “is mostly mythical. 

“The total community,” he 
said, “is involved in the anti- 
busing fight. I don’t believe that 
anybody — any group — has 
taken it over.” 

Such theories, of course, are 
offered gratis and are generally 
just about worth the price. An 
alternate theory going around 
Southie last week was that the 
criminal element wanted to 
cause disruptions around the 
high school to focus police atten- 
tion there — so they could then 
hijack a few trucks or something 
at the other end of town. The 
main flaw in such speculation, 
though, is this: if the Mullins 
Gang or anyone else was going 
out of its way to cause trouble, 
why was there so little of it?

supporters who felt that Dukakis 
would run against the conven- 
tion if he lost it, decided to 
abolish it. Legislation in favor of 
the open primary was passed 
over the veto of Republican Gov. 
Francis W. Sargent. (It was in 
Sargent’s interest to have a 
Democratic Party in disarray, 
brawling among itself at the con- 
vention and afterward.) 

In July 1973, Dukakis opened 
a three-room campaign office at 
18 Tremont St., the site of his 
current, enlarged campaign 
headquarters. And he hired Joe 
Grandmaison, who had worked 
in the McGovern campaign, to 
be his campaign director. 

Three months later, on Oc- 
tober 1, 1973, he officially an- 
nounced that he was a candidate 
for governor, about one year 
ahead of the September 1974 
primary. He left Hill & Barlow 
last April to campaign full-time. 

Because national events 
dominated the media during the 
last weeks of the campaign, 
Dukakis found it difficult, as did 
other candidates, to get political 
coverage. But he had done the 
basic organizational work, 
months and years of it. 

Toward the end of the cam- 
paign he challenged Quinn to a 
television debate, but Quinn 
declined and this too appeared 
to benefit Dukakis. 

Perhaps luck had something to 
do with it as well. He was the 
right candidate at the right time; 
he was able to project a “new 
politics” image at a time when 
the public was down on in- 
cumbents. 

But while Quinn was busy be- 
ing attorney general, Dukakis 
was campaigning. He won, es- 
sentially, because he cam- 
paigned for governor for almost 
four years. 

Through the devotion of 
Kinzer and Johnson, through 
The Advocates, through his 
team of investigators and 
researchers, through his public 
appearances, through the un- 
settling times and through his 
continual campaigning, he kept 
alive, and he won. He beat 
Quinn because he wanted it 
more.

$1B Voted 
For Solar

The effort to develop alternate 
energy sources has received an 
unprecedented boost from 
Congress. Last week, the Senate 
approved a bill granting $1 
billion in federal monies over the 
next five years for solar energy 
research and development, the 
goal being large-scale use of solar 
devices for production of elec- 
tricity. 

Observing that the nation 
needs to develop ways to use the 
sun’s energy, Louisiana 
Democrat, Sen. J. Bennett 
Johnston Jr., Said: ‘‘We are fac- 
ed with relentless depletion of 
our non-renewable fossil fuel 
sources.” 

The Senate bill, sponsored by 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey (D- 
Minn.), would authorize the 
billion dollars to speed up 
research in a much-neglected 
field. Alternate energy research 
has, since the establishment of 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
more than 20 years ago, always 
run a very bad second to nuclear 
power development in the 
amounts of appropriations 
available. 

Sen. Johnston reminded his 
Senate colleagues that solar 
forms of energy would provide a 
“clean and renewable” way to 
run factories, heat homes and 
light cities. 

Sen. Humphrey added that 
“The sun knows no nationality,” 
indicating that the use of solar 
sources could erase some world 
economic problems and _inter- 
national conflicts — by render- 
ing impotent any threats in the. 
form of oil embargoes.

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The Poor: 


More Children, More Security? 


By Alan Miller 


With world population due to 
reach seven billion by the year 
2000, governments, universities, 
and foundations everywhere are 
readying population control 
programs aimed at achieving a 
Zero Population Growth (ZPG) 
by the end of the century. 

These efforts are doomed to 
failure, charges a new group of 
“‘political’’ population 
specialists, because they neglect 
the real reasons why poor people 
have large families. 

Population experts have 
traditionally held that only 
through ‘“‘control’’ programs 
such as clinics and family plan- 
ning centers can escalating pop- 
ulation pressures be eased. 
These assumptions are being 
challenged by the “‘political’’ ex- 
perts, like India’s Mahmood 
Mandami. Birth control 
programs in India fail, Mandami 
believes, because planners 
neglect a basic social reality: 
poor people depend on large 
families for economic survival. 

“You think I am poor because 
I have too many children,’’ Man- 
dami quotes one Indian farmer 
as saying. “If I didn’t have my 
sons, I wouldn’t have half the 
prosperity I do. And God knows 
what would happen to me and to 
their mother when we are too old 
to work and earn.” 

Oniy a fundamental 
redistribution of wealth in the 
world’s poorer countries, the 
political demographers main- 
tain, can check the global pop- 
ulation explosion. Poeple are not 
poor because they have large 
families — they have large 
families because they are poor. 

“The population monster is 
gaining on us fast,” warns Dr. 
Norman Borlaug, Nobel Peace 
Prize winner for fathering the 
“Green Revolution.” 

World population has tripled 
in the past 100 years — from 1.34 
billion in 1870 to 3.8 billion in 
1972. By the end of this century, 
it is expected to double. Doubl- 
ing time for some countries is 
down to 21 years. The shanty 
towns on the edges of the great 
cities in the underdeveloped 
world now hold 12 percent of the 
world’s population. 

Although the worldwide ici- 
tility rate (the number of

children born per year per 1000 
women of child-bearing age) is 
decreasing, a lowered infant 
mortality rate has meant a rapid 
increase in the number of young 
women of child-bearing age. 
More than 50 percent of the peo- 
ple in most of the developing 
countries are now under 18. 
Thus, population increases have 
skyrocketed in spite of the lower 
fertility rate, and the consequent 
pressure on world food supplies 
poses great problems for the 
future. 

In poor countries with high 
population growth rates, family 
planning programs have been in- 
adeyuaie substitutes for needed 
economic and social changes. 
Birth control clinics are more 
palatable to most governments 
than redistribution of income. 
But for most of the poor in the 
world, the only way to increase 


earning power, and the only hope 
of “social security,” is to have 
many children. 
Birth Control 

Some governments are resor- 
ting to stringent measures to 
control birth rates. Singapore, 
which has so many young people 
that even with ZPG its popula- 
tion would triple in 50 years, 
combines the positive in- 
ducements of liberal abortion 
laws and free birth control 
clinics with heavy. consequences 
for those who pass them up: 
large families are given low 
priority in the assignment of 
housing; tax exemptions end 
with the third child as do free 
maternity care in hospitals and 
maternity leave for working 
mothers. 

In many countries, the 
political demographers charge, 
family planning policy is deter- 


mined less by concern for 
people’s welfare than by the 
labor requirements of industry. 

Indonesia was content with its 
galloping birth rate (3.3 percent) 
as long as it had a labor- 
intensive plantation economy; 
with new emphasis on capital- 
intensive industries like oil and 
mining the need for cheap labor 
has declined and family plan- 
ning programs have been in- 
troduced. 

In Japan, on the other hand, 
birth control has been successful 
to the point of threatening a 
labor shortage, one reason for 
Japan’s high wage rate. Until 
recently an “abortion paradise,” 
Japan is considering a strict 
anti-abortion law. 

Japan’s success, contrasted 
with the failure to slow the birth 
rate in countries like India, sup- 
ports the political demographers’ 


argument that effective popula- 
tion control can only be achieved 
when the gap between rich and 
poor is narrowed. 

The critical point of 
“demographic transition” (the 
point where birth rates stabilize 
or decrease), they point out, has 
only been reached in those coun- 
tries where food, housing, and 
education have been reasonably 
well-distributed among al 
classes in the society. 

Without exception, the coun- 
tries of highest population 
growth have the majority of their 
populations living in extreme 
poverty. Colombia, Bangladesh, 
Pakistan, Mexico, the Philip- 
pines and Thailand all had pop- 
ulation growth rates of over 3 
percent in 1972. The overall rate 
for Africa, where in many coun- 
tries per capita income is less 
than $100 a year — compared 
with an average of $1600 for the 
Western capitalist countries — 
was 2.5 percent. India, Egypt, 
Indonesia and Brazil ranged 
from 2.5 to 3 percent. In con- 
trast, Western Europe, Japan, 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union all had growth rates of 1 
percent or less. 

China is often cited as having 
performed a demographic 
miracle, reducing its growth rate . 
from 2.5 percent before the 
revolution to 1.6 percent (1973) 
under the communist govern- 
ment. China combines a rigorous 
control program — propaganda, 
free contraceptives and abor- 
tions, heavy pressure for late 
marriage and the two-child fami- 
ly — with a steadily rising stan- 
dard of living. 

The United Nations, declaring 
1974 “world population year,” 
has inaugurated a massive cam- 
paign, through its Fund for 
Population Activities, to educate 
people on the threat to world 
food supplies and global political 
stability which comes with un- 
checked increases in population. 
The UN will attempt to obtain 
accurate growth estimates for 
much of the underdeveloped 
world and will recommend ac- 
tion plans to make ZPG a reali- 
ty. 
To the ‘‘new breed” of popula- 
tion experts, this attempt to con- 
trol population by promoting 
contraception, while leaving 
basic social and economic factors 
untouched, is like using’a teas- 
poon to stop a flood.

Then Ramsey Clark began his 
talk and the whole pulse of the 
room intensified. They hung on 
every word, kept laughter ready 
for the wry humor they knew was 
coming. Clark spoke slowly, with 
the seriousness and profundity of 
a candidate. ‘‘How does it 
happen that a former president 
is pardoned before indictment 
and people say he has suffered 
enough, and yet, we see so much 
anger and hatred against the At- 
tica brothers. All the power of 
the state is bent on their 
prosecution, no sums are too 
great to invest in their convic- 
tion. How can people support a 
bloody and violent assault that 
so degraded our humanity?” 


He built up steam and launch- 
ed into a bitter and comprehen- 
sive critique of American society. 
“We don’t want to talk about 
Vietnam amnesty because we 
don’t want to remember Viet- 
nam. We support murder in 
Chile because we chose copper 
over humanity. We support dic- 
tatorship in Rhodesia because 
we chose chrome over humanity. 

‘Why do we believe the 
answer to all of our problems is 
segregation? We segregate the 
races, segregate people in 
prisons, segregate people in men- 
tal hospitals — and if I had to 


choose I would prefer to live in 
prison than a mental hospital — 
and now the latest group we are 
trying to segregate is the 
elderly.” 

Ramsey Clark is not the usual 
liberal politician. His analysis is 
incisive, his sense of outrage is 
compelling and believable. He is 
one of the rare officials who was 
personally influenced by the 
popular struggles against the 
government in the past decade, 
not just influenced into trying to 
coopt them. 

Clark said that when he was 
asked to run for the U.S. Senate 
he asked two people to nominate 
him — Frank Serpico, the 
world’s most famous cop, and 
Herbert X. Blyden, a former 
prisoner and a militant 
spokesperson for the Attica 
struggle. Just trying to imagine 
Ted Kennedy asking a black 
prisoner to nominate him for 
anything is an indication of 
Clark’s rare integrity. 

But after his critique of the 
system, Clark laid out his 
strategy. The enemy, he said, is 
fear, hatred, smallness among all 
of us. We need to grow up, to 
stop hating other races, fearing 
people who are different from us, 
like prisoners. While railing 
some against the “‘vested in- 
terests,”” Clark focused most of 
the blame on the people who 
tolerate injustice. He closed by 
quoting the late Walt Kelley, 
creator of Pogo: “We have met 
the enemy, and he is us.” 

Suddenly his whole presenta- 


tion had ended in a trap. After a 
fine presentation of the crisis in 
American society, he took his 
white audience to believe that 
the main problem was us — our 
inhumanity, Our racism, our 
smallness, and deflected what 
little anger existed in that room 
into a self-condemning, self- 
centered critique — leaving Ford 
and Rockefeller and ITT and the 
Pentagon off the hook. The net 
result of his moralizing was like a 
Sunday sermon, inspiring, 
cathartic, but ultimately irrele- 
vant once you walk out the 
church door. His focus on the 
way the oppressed help 
perpetuate the injustice of the 
system was fine, if put in 
perspective. But to decry our 
weaknesses while not pointing 
out which class controls the 
schools, factories, media, army, 
and police that have shaped our 
weakness, to place the blame 
equally between rich and poor, 
oppressors and oppressed, is to 
take the truth on a sharp detour. 

Big Black got up to speak 
about a pamphlet the Attica 
Defense Committee has written, 
selling for $2. If 100 were sold he 
would take back $200 to the 
defense fund, but before he could 
get out all the information he 
was interrupted by a student at 
the floor mike. “Excuse me but 
I'd like to ask Ramsey Clark a 
question. Mr. Clark, ’'m sure 
you are familiar with the 
proliferation of nuclear power 
plants and their concomitant 
dangers, as expressed by Drs. 


Schienvasser and 
Crumplestilskin, and the 
counter-arguments of thermal 
discounterinfiltration by 
Professors Loebingstratter and 
Schmartzfella in their thesis 
Nuclear Proliferation and Our 
Changing World. Now my ques- 
tion, based on considerable 
reading on the subject is: do you 
support alternative forms of 
energy and oppose the prolifera- 
tion of nuclear power 
plants..." And somehow this 
long-haired white kid is moving 
on to the greater issues, the issue 
of whether his future home in the 
suburbs will disintegrate from 
radioactive fallout, the issue of 
whether he can ask the most im- 
pressive question of the evening, 
and throughout Big Black is 
standing in mid-sentence with 
this booklet about his friends’ 
lives and deaths. 


The Spokesperson 


As the crowd filters back to 
their dormitories, Big Black 
walks out for a night’s sleep and 
the early plane back to Buffalo 
for the rally, then on to more— 
campuses, more community 
groups. He has to accept that 
Ramsey Clark, not he, is the 
students’ recognized spokesper- 
son for’ Attica; that he is un- 
desirable news in many local 
papers in Massachusetts; that 
the cameras don’t roll and the 
pens don’t write when he talks; 
that the radical groups are at 
each other's throats; that for 
every lawyer working diligently 


on the legal defense there are two 
who for reasons of ego are caus- 
ing more problems than they’re 
solving; that while the state has 
already spent $7 million on the 
prosecution, the defense 
operates on a shoe-string and is 
even being denied access to in- 
formation they need to prepare 
their cases; that some brothers 
are turning state’s evidence un- 
der threat and bribe; that Nelson 
Rockefeller has been rewarded 
with the Vice-Presidency par- 
tially because of his heavy hand 
at Attica; and that for too many 
folks on the street, Attica is not 
on their agenda. 

But radical movements are 
not fun, not easy. They arrive 
out of necessity and have to face 
and solve endless obstacles. 
There will not be a million peo- 
ple going to Buffalo to stay a 
week. But the brothers at Attica 
are still pushing us to listen to 
them more than we might like to 
— if still much less than we need 
to. 

Their message is scarier and 
harder to accept than the fast, 
fast, fast relief of an attractive 
liberal candidate. They pose the 
vision of a long-range struggle for 
real power to change the society 
at its roots. Their vision is harder 
to down than a quick, painless 
dose of self-flagellation. Because 
when listening to Big Black it 
becomes clear that in a society 
dominated by the large cor- 
porations and the military we 
have met the-enemy, and it’s 
them.

If all that isn’t enough, he can 
have band leader Pete Siragusa 
work up a little routine called 
‘“‘The Eyes of Humberto 
Medeiros are Upon You’ for 
every time that the Texans on 
hand.start singing their song. 

Joking aside though, folks, the 
motto of the Texas Rangers is 
about a good little man beating a 
big man, and it was for this that 
the long-suffering BC fans were 
clutching their rosaries last 
Saturday night. But in the end, 
as they usually do, the big guys 
and their big plays won again,

42-19. BC had as many first 
downs as the Longhorns (22) and 
only two less yards in total 
offense (422-424). But Darrell 
Royal had more good players, 
more size, more speed and a cou- 
ple of tricky new plays he just in- 
vented this season — the forward 
pass and the kickoff return. Thus 
Texas, after 40 years, is 1-1 with 
New England. 

“We just flat out-personnelled 
them,”’ Texas coach Royal said 


in the locker room. Royal was 
smiling for the first time since 
the Texas charter landed at 
Logan Airport. Texas had been 
picked the No. 1 team in the 
country last season and then 
went out and lost its opening 
game to Miami. In playing BC to 
open the 1974 season, he had 
nothing to gain, really, and a 
whole mess to lose. . 
“I felt that we had the better 
football team,” Royal continued. 


“And I always feel like the best 
team oughta win. But we found 
out last year that you never 
know.” 

You never do know. When the 
BC defense knocked Texas 
quarterback Marty Akins out 
cold early in the second period, 
the Eagles and their fans figured 
that the two best offensive 
Longhorns — Akins and 
Roosevelt Leaks (off-season knee 
surgery) — were now sidelined.

So much for the injury factor. So 
backup quarterback Mike 
Presley comes in. So he throws a 
52-yard pass to Kevin Scott to 
set up the first Texas touchdown 
and ends up rushing for 95 yards. 

And Leaks’s freshman 
replacements, Earl Campbell 
and Gralyn Wyatt? All they did 
was combine for 168 yards on 21 
carries. Not only that, but Wyatt 
also threw a touchdown pass, to 
Scott, on a halfback option right 
before the end of the first half. 
That’s right, an option pass. BC 
wasn’t ready for it because Texas 
throws an option pass about as 
often as it loses to Rice. 

The Eagles, though, hadn’t 
seen nuthin’ yet. Because after 
Fred Steinfort’s second field goal 
of the game brought them to 
within 21-6 in the third quarter, 
Royal unveiled a kickoff return 
that convinced many veteran 
Royal watchers that someone 
had slipped some LSD into 
Darrell’s Gatorade. Alfred 
Jackson received Steinfort’s en- 
suing kickoff at about the goal 
line, ran five yards with it, and 
handed it to Pat Padgett. 
Padgett then stopped, his back 
to the BC tacklers, and handed 
the ball to Raymond Clayborn 
criss-crossing in front of him. It 
was strictly ‘“‘see ya later’’ stuff 
and the score was back up to 28- 
6. Texas was beating BC with 
the kind of wide-open football 
that BC might better have been 
using. 

But in truth, few of the record 
32,227 who showed up were dis- 
appointed by the BC perfor- 
mance. Most of the cynical BC 
haters in this city were expecting 
the Longhorns’ score to end up in 
three figures. Yet were it not for 
some disastrous penalties here,

American Pie 
For the Aussies

NEWPORT, R.I. — Inside the 
aluminum hull of Southern 
Cross, between the bare skeletal 
ribs of the boat that had cap- 
tured the fancy of an entire na- 
tion, had been inscribed for some 
months a notice in 48-point 
magic marker: 


AMERICA’S CUP MENU 
Hor d'ouvres: Frog Legs 
Entree: American Pie 
Dessert: Australian Champagne 


The Aussies managed to dis- 
patch the frog legs with no incon- 
siderable alacrity. Then, just as 
massively, they caught the 
American Pie squarely in the 
face, and if indeed there is such a 
thing as ‘Australian cham- 
pagne” — the very notion is 
somewhat akin to, say, an Irish 
hydrogen bomb — then it should 
unquestionably have been used 
to supply an enema for Alan 
Bond, who was responsible for 
perpetrating the whole fraud to 
begin with. 

Bond had, though, successful- 
ly bamboozled everyone in 
Australia, including his syn- 
dicate partners in Cross, at least 
to the extend that they were so 
upset when the boat lost the first 
race to Courageous that Bond 
Himself climbed aboard and 
joined the crew. (He did, wisely, 
leave Jim Hardy at the helm; the 
last time a challenging owner 
tried to steer an America’s Cup 
boat, France’s Baron Marcel 
Bich got lost in the fog and had 
to be rescued by the United 
States Coast Guard.) There is no 
question but that every 
breathing soul in Newport 
genuinely believed Southern 
Cross was destined to bring the 
Cup back to Yanchep Sun City, 
and in truth, the smart money in 
Newport was leaning that way as 
well. 

“There’s no question about 
it,” observed Learned Counsel 
Francis Conley. The co- 
proprietor of Vineyard Sound 
Sailing had been in Newport 
throughout the series, while 
yours truly returned from vaca- 
tion in time to catch the final 
two races, the issue having been 
essentially settled long since. 
“Southern Cross was clearly the 
faster boat. But then Gretel II 
was in ’70, and they got outsailed

too. Hood made all the 
difference.” 

Frederick “Ted” Hood, the 
sailmaker from Marblehead, had 
replaced Bob Bavier as the 
skipper on .Courageous just 
before Labor Day, with the boat 
on the brink of elimination at the 
hands of /ntrepid, the_ancient 
two-time defender. Courageous’s 
performance up to that point 
had been such that a member of 
the selection committee later ad- 
mitted that had Intrepid even 
stayed close in the final race she 
would have been selected. 

She did not. Hood masterfully 
outsailed Intrepid and then 
utterly humiliated Southern 
Cross in a display of virtuosity 
unsurpassed in 12-Meter racing 
history. “I can’t recall;’’ observ- 
ed one veteran skipper, “one 
man ever making so much 
difference. Two weeks ago 
Courageous wasn’t even the best 
American boat. But this week 
you could have put Hood and 
that crew aboard Valiant 
(Mariner's trial horse in the 
eliminations was widely conced- 
ed to be the slowest of the 
American craft in Newport) and 
given the Aussies their pick of 
any boat left — Courageous in- 
cluded — and Hood still would 
have eaten them alive.”’ 

For his part, Bond, after a 
Nixonesque blast at the 
American press, announced his 
formation of something called 
the “World Cup,” a 12-Meter 
elimination championship to be 
held, naturally, in Australia, in 
1976. (‘‘He couldn’t win the 
America’s Cup,’” someone com- 
mented, ‘‘so he’s. going to have 
his own."’) 

The perfect irony of the situa- 
tion is that by the time Bondy 
gets around to staging his little 
“World Cup” act, the New York 
Yacht Club’s deed of gift will 
almost certainly have been 
changed to .make future 
America’s Cup competitions the 
province of International 
Offshore Racing vessels, and the 
12-Meter will have joined the 
dinosaur, the dodo bird, and the 
passenger pigeon as far as major 
competition is concerned. 

* * 

The finale was truly 
overwhelming. We were 
watching from the deck of the 
splendid brigantine Black Pearl, 
and as we laid back just off the 
fifth mark, Hood had 
Courageous so far in front that at 
the moment the Aussies dropped

Rabbi Strassfeld misleads readers when 
he asserts that “The Mass. Board of Rab- 
bis has at no time issued a decree about 
the dispute between the U.F.W.U. and 
the Teamsters” and implies that the 1969 
M.B.R. statement is the most recent on 
the U.F.W.U. 

In a statement issued by the M.B.R. on 
April 20, 1973, at a press conference held 
at the Boston office of the Mass. Council 
of Churches, the M.B.R. reiterated its 
support of the U.F.W.U. and again 
declared a prohibition (/ssur) on non- 
U.F.W.U. lettuce and grapes to its con- 
gregants. By April of 1973 it was obvious, 
to put it very mildly, that the United 
Farm Workers were involved in a dispute 
with the Teamsters as well as California 
growers.

Polyarts Rip-Off 


On August 24, 25 and 26, Polyarts spon- 
sored what was titled the “Fifth Annual 
New England Arts Festival.’”’ Then they 
proceded to screw the entrants in the 
following ways: 


1. Applications forms stated that 
festival location would be the Cam- 
bridge Common. Though it was ob- 
vious for months that the common 
would be under construction all 
summer, applicants were notified 
only 10 days in advance that the 
location would be switched to “the 
streets of Harvard Square.” 


2. “Harvard Square” turned out to be 
Bow and Mount Auburn Streets, 
five blocks from the square in a 
remote area with about 90 percent 
fewer pedestrians. This is the same 
location as the weekly flea market 


sponsored by Polyarts, so passers- 
by tended to identify the displays 
with that type of event, rather than 
as an arts festival. 


. Entry forms stated that “over 


$1,000’s worth” of prize money 
would be awarded. Five days before 
the show, some (not all) of the en- 
trants received letters informing 
them that prizes had to be canceled 
because of the change in location. 
No specifics were given on this, but 
a phone call revealed that in the 
past prize money had come from 
admission fees to the festival area, 
which had been roped off. Sup- 
posedly, it was not possible for 
Polyarts to effectively enclose the 
area at Bow Street, though obvious- 
ly, an organization even minimally 
efficient could have done it. 


. Application forms specifically 


stated that no dealers would be 
allowed to participate. Entrants 
were told they had to be approved 
by “the Polyarts board.” But many 
dealers with second-hand items 
were allowed in the show, again, 
degrading the image from art show 
to flea market. 


. Application information urged en- 


trants to “apply early to secure 
choice booth placement.” They 
were told to report to the “informa- 
tion desk” on the morning of the 
festival to receive booth location 
assignments. At no time was there 
any hint that space would be given 
on a first come, first served basis. 
But those who paid weeks in ad- 
vance found on arrival that there 
was no one at the “information 
desk” and that prime space had 
been grabbed by those who paid on 
arrival, including many junk 
dealers. 


. Entry fees were outrageous; $25 to 


$50 per day, supposedly graduated 
according to booth size. But since 
there were no booth assignments, 


there was no regulation of area 
relative to fees. Many booths were 
at all. 


7. A live rock band was placed at the 
east end of the festival, directly in 
front of several booths, and played 
for four hours during the afternoon. 
Very few people who were interested 
in seeing artwork ventured down to 
this area. Those who did found it 
impossible to inquire about prices, 
etc., and no sales could be made by 
artists in this area. 


By early afternoon, Bob Gordon, head 
of Polyarts, was wandering around han- 
ding out five-dollar bills as appeasement 
money to hostile artists and craftsmen. 
Luckily for him, most injured parties were 
out-of-towners(the word must have gotten 
around locally), otherwise he would have 
had many days in small claims court to 
look forward to.

From television’s very inception, its — 


forte has been comedy. Playhouse 90 
may have been superb, but no one would 
claim it excelled drama presented on the 
stage. We enjoyed Rawhide, yet it 
couldn’t measure up to Red River. But 
Sid Caesar’s Show of Shows, the Steve 
Allen Show, Sergeant Bilko, the original 
Dick Van Dyke Show and other televi- 
sion comedies were unsurpassed. 
Whereas almost every other television 
genre can be contrasted unfavorably to 
its equivalents in other media (77 
Sunset Strip was a far cry from The Big 
Sleep, Midnight Special will never rival 
a live concert), television comedy, of 
both the situation and variety types, is 
more of a thing unto itself. There’s a 
fundamental difference in kind between 
a situation comedy and a comic film, 
and only vaudeville and the revue, both 
moribund, resemble the variety show. 
Comedy took to television as other sorts 
of entertainment did not because it 
wasn’t seriously inconvenienced by the 
small screen and commercial interrup- 
tions. A mere square foot can’t possibly 
convey the sweep of the landscape upon 
which westerns depend. Drama and 
suspense are rarely able to survive in- 
terjected plugs for Dippity Do and 
Gravy Train. But comedy requires 
neither a large scale nor much concen- 
tration. 

Television and comedy are so well 
suited to each other that the theatre and 
cinema have virtually abandoned the 
mode. There have been few great comic 
movies and, apart from Neil Simon’s 
(which seem tailored for television 
anyway), even fewer great comic plays 


in the past two decades. If one were to 
list the finest shows on television over ~ 


the years, the preponderance would be 
comedies, and this certainly holds true 
for today’s fare. Non-comedies such as 
Kojak, the first season of Columbo 
(before its unvarying formula became 
tiresome), and perhaps The Waltons 
might be included among the current 
best, but M*A*S*H, Mary Tyler Moore, 
All in the Family, Good Times, Carol 
Burnett, Maude and Sanford and Son 
would compose the rest. And the new 
season is no exception. Of the 24 new 
programs the networks have premiered, 
the two most promising ones are situa- 
tion comedies. Of the eight shows that 
are of any merit at all, four are sit-coms 
and two others have marked comic 
elements. 

At the monent, television comedy is 
synonymous with situation comedy 
because the variety show has become as 
rare as the ivory-billed woodpecker. Flip 
Wilson, Dean Martin and Cher have 
gone off the air, leaving only Carol 
Burnett and Sonny Bono to carry on. 
One reason for the variety show’s demise 
is its assimilation and preemption by 
the talk shows, which have deprived 
prime time of stand-up comics and 
oneliners. So sit-coms are the order of 
the day (or more accurately, of the 
evening), and most of them may be 
divided into two classes: on the one 
hand, those created or inspired by the 
recently dissolved partnership of Nor- 
man Lear and Bud Yorkin, and on the 
other, those produced or influenced by 
the team of Allan Burns and James 
Brooks. 

With All in the Family and. its 
progeny — Sanford and Son (which was 
really Yorkin’s baby), Maude and Good 
Times — Tandem Productions, the 
company Lear and Yorkin formed, es- 
tablished a new kind of television com- 
edy whose only antecedent was Jackie 
Gleason's The Honey- 
mooners. The sit-com was flung into the 
real world and forced to confront every 


sort of socio-economic, racial, sexual 
and political problem. The family that 
Archie Bunker abuses could never be 
confused with the sweet, upper-middle- 
class broods Donna Reed and Robert 
Young once raised. The Bunkers and 
Stivics are lower-middle-class and 
abrasive, and even if they are 
caricatures, what they must cope with 
— inflation and canceled insurance 
policies, menopause and miscarriage, 
homosexuality and black neighbors — 
makes All in the Family far truer to life. 

But Tandem’s shows raise important 
questions: does a television viewer want 
to be reminded at night -of the dif- 
ficulties he or she has had to face all 
day? Is the set turned on for its 
relevance or for diversion? Dealing as all 


of us continually must with unkindness 
and tension, do we really enjoy Archie’s 
pathological meanness and Maude’s 
bellows? The excessive yelling and 
screaming on All in the Family and 
Maude (Lear is obviously the decibel 
freak — Sanford and Son is much more 
low-keyed) can be extremely unplea- 
sant. Finally, there is the matter of 
Tandem's preachiness, which again is 
primarily Lear’s. Do people like to be 
told by a sit-com how they should think 
and behave? 

Burns and Brooks and MTM Produc- 
tions answer these questions by never 
asking them. The Mary Tyler Moore 
and Bob Newhart Shows and, new this 
season, Rhoda and Friends and Lovers, 
touch upon the real world, but lightly. 
When a serious issue such as anti- 
Semitism or a reporter’s right to 
withhold the identity of a confidential 
source rears its head, it’s toyed with 
rather than dramatized, and at the end 
of the half hour it is easily dismissed. In 
one area, however, these programs are 
more realistic than Tandem’s, and this 
is their treatment of women’s roles and 
sexuality. Whereas All in the Family 
and Maude rant about women’s lib (as 
they term it), female consciousness, and 
male acceptance of that consciousness 
have been raised more effectively and 
pervasively by the mere example of 
Mary Tyler Moore’s happily unmarried 
independence. While Lear and Yorkin 
crack dirty jokes about sex as if it still 
were naughty, Burns and Brooks take 
sex, and their characters’ enjoyment of 
it, for granted. It’s clear that Rhoda 
sleeps with her boyfriend, and that Paul 
Sands sets up housekeeping with a 
ballerina in an episode of Friends and 
Lovers, but this is all a matter of course. 
And the separation of Lou Grant from 
his wife on Mary Tyler Moore has been 
presented with sympathy un-

derstanding Tandem has rarely evidenc- 
ed 


The humor of Burns and Brooks is 
never harsh. It springs from the affection 
their characters feel for each other, while 
Lear and Yorkin generate comedy out of 
hostility, out of the conflict between 
Redd Foxx and Demond Wilson, for in- 
stance. Because they’re sharp and 
perceptive, people in MTM prodtctions 
(except for the occasional buffoon like 
Ted Knight or Bob Newhart’s 
dimwitted neighbor) say amusing 
things; Tandem characters spout funny 
lines because they’re obtuse and blinded 
by prejudice, be it conservative (Archie) 
or liberal (Maude). The MTM ambience 
is so loving it’s fair to call it sentimental, 
yet the humor is never saccharine. It’s 
witty and tart; it shies away from the 
sour and corrosive satire of Lear and 
Yorkin. 

What both types of sit-com share is a 
penchant for the ethnic. Apart from 
Amos 'n’ Andy, which originated on 
radio, previously sit-coms were peopled 
exclusively by WASPs. Even Diahann 
Carroll pretended to be one. But 
Tandem and MTM have almost driven 
the WASP from the field. The crucial 
program in this regard was an early 
Burns and Brooks collaboration about a 
California high school, Room 222. The 
brightest students were black and of the 
four leads, one was Jewish, two were 
black, and Karen Valentine played a 
WASP markedly less mature and in- 
telligent than her colleagues. Mary 
Tyler Moore is one of the last WASP 
holdovers, and her sweet conventionali- 
ty is repeatedly held up to ridicule. 
“What are you in for?” asks a hooker 
whose cell Mary enters. “Impersonating 
a Barbie doll?”’ Brooks and Burns’s sit- 
coms have become more and more 
Jewish (Rhoda and Friends and Lovers 
make few bones about it), while 
Tandem’'s have centered around blacks. 
Two new sit-coms that conform to Lear 
and Yorkin’s models concern blacks 
(That's My Mama) and a chicano 
(Chico and the Man). The two other en- 
tries in the genre are about poor rural 
whites, another minority. 

** * 

RHODA (* * *), of course, used to be 
Mary Tyler Moore’s sidekick: In Brooks 
and Burns's first attempt at a spin-off 
program in the Tandem manner (All in 
the Family spawned Maude, which in 
turn gave birth to Good Times), Rhoda 
has gone back to Manhattan, where she 
must cope with her fat younger sister 
(named Brenda, like the conveniently 
forgotten sister who got married last 
year on MTM, but otherwise a different 
character played by a different actress, 
Julie Kavner), her mother in the Bronx 
(already familiar from her occasional 
appearances on MTM), a boyfriend in 
the wrecking business whom she will 
wed in the eighth episode, and New 
York in general. The writing is of MT™M 
caliber (the best in the business), and.as 
Rhoda, Valerie Harper is as smart- 
alecky as ever. If anyone can carry a 
show, she can, but I’m apprehensive on 
two counts. 

First, the supporting cast, essential to 
the success of a sit-com and the reason 
why MTM is superlative, appears 
shaky. Julie Kavner has a great nasal 
whine, but her part is too derivative of 
Rhoda’s in the early days on MTM when

THE SEDUCTION OF MIMI. 
Written and directed by Lina 
Wertmuller. With Giancarlo 
Giannini, Mariangela Melato, 
Agostina Belli, Elena Fiore. At 
the Allston Cinema.

Mimi is an unhappily married 
metallurgist who is forced to 
leave home after he ignores the 
local Mafia’s advice about how 
to mark his “secret ballot’’ in an 
election. So he moves to a 
northern Italian city, on the 
sidewalks of which he meets the 
paramour who will soon become 
the mother of his first child. This 
paramour, who wears an inor- 
dinate amount of kohl around 
the eyes but claims to be a 
virgin, sells wildly colorful 
homemade sweaters; when we 
first see her, she has set up shop 
on a corner and sits flanked by 
her wares and a poster of Chair- 
man Mao. Later, we see Mimi 
and his mistress at home in bed, 
with Lenin’s likeness beside 
them and an assortment of quilts 
and sweaters strewn tastefully 
around the garret. In both shots, 
the political props are easily up- 
staged by the paramour’s knit- 
ting. 

Lina Wertmuller’s passion 
may be politics, but her forte so 
far seems to be sex comedy. Her 
Love and Anarchy, which was 
made after The Seduction of 
Mimi, has more serious 
aspirations than Mimi does, but 
since its political viewpoint 
remains muddled throughout — 
and since Mimi's politics are 
relatively unobtrusive — this 
earlier film is easily the more 
enjoyable of the two. Wert- 
muller’s style here is as shrill as 
it is in Love and Anarchy, but 

her frenetic pacing is far better 


suited to domestic quarrels than 
it is to matters of ideology. 

Giancarlo Giannini, who won 
a bafflingly prestigious festival 
prize for his one-note perfor- 
mance in Love and Anarchy, this 
time demonstrates what all the 
fuss was about. As Mimi, he is 
perfect for Wertmuller, capable 
of almost as much comic 
hysteria as she is, as he portrays 
an errant husband whose vanity 
is decimated by the 
townspeople’s suspicions that he 
may be a homosexual, and who 
takes his final leap off the deep 
end once he learns his wife has 
been cuckolding him too. His 
double standard, and his com- 
plicated plans for revenge, 
provide the basis for the film’s 
funniest moments, which are 
very funny indeed. His makeup 
raises the film’s most interesting 
question, since viewers who have 
seen Love and Anarchy will 
doubtless spend the better part 
of Mimi's 89 minutes wondering 
whether the freckles were real. 

As one of the few successful 
women directors currently work- 
ing, Lina Wertmuller shares with 
Elaine May a puzzling tendency 
to present other women as 
grotesques. So the film’s most 
amusing sequence is also its 
most frightening, as Mimi 
seduces a flabby, obese 
housewife whose buttocks are so 
distorted by the camera that 
they dominate the whole screen 
(while Mimi, who cowers in his 
corner of the bed, is shrunken to 
the size of a chimpanzee). Wert- 
muller’s prominence and critical 
acclaim should perhaps be 
gratifying to other women, but 
she can no more be mistaken for 
a feminist than she can for a 
political theoretician. 


The Seduction of Mimi 


CHARULATA. Directed by 
Satyajit Ray. With Madhabi 
Mukherjee, Sailen Mukherjee, 
Soumitra Chatterjee. At the 
Orson Welles. 

This 1964 work, graceful in 
some moments but almost un- 
relievedly tedious overall, is the 
story of a beautiful, rich Bengali 
woman in 1879. Her husband 
owns a political newspaper, 
which he jokingly refers to as her 
“rival,” and so her long empty 
days are devoted to embroidery, 
ordering the servant around, 
peering out the windows through 
binoculars, and so on. Then one 
of her husband’s relatives comes 


to visit; the relative is an aspir- 
ing young writer and the hus- 
band, knowing of Charulata’s in- 
satiable interest in literary af- 
fairs (she reads many 
magazines), encourages this 
relative to become his wife’s 
teacher. When the writer reads 
to her selections from his own 
work — essays with titles like 
“Light of the Moonless Night” 
and “Dark of the Sun” — it is 
not clear whether we are sup- 
posed to think him gifted, or 
whether Charulata thinks he is. 
In any case, she eventually gains 
enough confidence to write a 
story of her own, and it is 


published in a widely respected 


magazine. The young writer, to 


whom Charulata has become 
quite attached, goes away, while 
her husband’s newspaper un- 
ceremoniously folds. Not too 
much else happens. 

I was quite bored by 
Charulata, though I can see how 
someone with a pre-existing in- 
terest in Indian cinema and/or 
culture might feel otherwise. 
One problem with the picture is 
that it is inadequately subtitled 
for English-speaking audiences; 
since one of the film’s concerns is 
the corrupting influence of 
Western culture on Bengal its 
characters slip easily from 
Bengali into English, and often 


the Bengali fragments are ig- — 


nored by the translator. Also, 
some of Charulata’s techniques 
are surprisingly crude; when a 
sudden storm occurs you can 
practically see the wind machine 
at work on one side of the set.

Music: Singing Someone Else’s Song

It got to be that anyone who 
didn’t write his or her own 
material found it impossible to 
be taken seriously. What with 
the Beatles and the Byrds and 
Neil Young and Bob Dylan, the 
interpreter was afforded scant 
footing on rock’s critical Mt. 
Olympus. Commercially, of 
course, the interpreter survived, 
because a good song well sung 
will always find its way to the 
center of the music marketplace. 
But the singer-songwriter, op- 
posed as he was to the tradition 
of Tony Bennett, Sinatra, and 
Steve and Eydie, was freighted 
with countercultural baggage; he 
was sincerity incarnate, and the 
flaws in his presentation were 
consequently endearing. 

Forgotten was the lack of a 
necessary connection between 
superior songwriting and 
superior performance. Sure, a 
given writer has a leg up on the 
rest of humanity in understan- 
ding his work, but there is no 
guarantee that a sensitive, 
careful songwriter will not turn 
out to be a thickheaded, careless 
renderer of his own work. There 
are songwriters and there are 
singers, and the twain meet rare- 
ly (in a glorious but highly un- 
likely act of nature). In fact, the 
number of good singer- 
songwriters can be counted on 
the fingers of one hand, and a 
few of those fingers are turning 
fistward. 

In addition, the creation of one 
great song in no way implies that 
an album’s worth of songs of 
similar quality will follow. Or 
that those which do follow will 
be distinct enough to avoid a 
deadly musical sameness. It’s no 
mean feat to write a brilliant 
song, but it’s an awesome piece 
of luck and talent to write ten. 


One of the advantages of the old 
groups was the relatively light 
demand placed on three or four 
different writers;. George 
Harrison and. Stephen Stills 
looked great when they had to 
produce only two songs a year. 

Which leads us to the song- 
gatherer plus, the A&R man 
with a voice. Tom Rush, like 
Judy Collins and Peter, Paul and 
Mary, switched in the mid-’60s 
from traditional folk to contem- 
porary acoustic. He brought to 
this new enterprise a finely- 
honed taste for unusually 
listenable material and a sure 
knowledge of what he could best 
deliver. His initial attempt, The 
Circle Game, became a classic of 
the genre. It introduced to the 
world Joni Mitchell, James 
Taylor and Jackson Browne, and 
included Rush’s own ‘‘No 
Regrets” and his lovely guitar 
soliloquy, “Rockport Sunday.” 

In the intervening seven years 
Rush has contributed albums of 
varying merit, but his latest, 
Ladies Love Outlaws, is his best 
since Circle Game. The achieve- 
ment is similarly remarkable, 
because the writers of the 
album’s vivid, originally melodic 
songs are virtual unknowns. 
Although only one tune is Tom’s 
(a middling remake of ‘‘No 
Regrets”) the work has an at- 
mospheric unity, a product of 
painstaking song selection, con- 
sistent production and Rush’s 
stylized singing. 

There can be no mistaking 
Rush’s interpretative skill. The 
two Wayne Berry songs he per- 
forms, “Indian Woman From 
Wichita” and “Black Magic 
Gun,” are mysterious and affec- 
ting, as much a result of the 
treatment they receive as of their 
intrinsic qualities. This is

pointed up by Wayne Berry’s 
versions, available on his first 
album, Home At Last. Berry’s 
singing persona is unsettlingly 
changeable and never in- 
dividually satisfying, and his 
renditions of the two aforemen- 
tioned songs trip, stumble and 
fall over pretentiousness. They 
are also the best cuts on the 
album. So Rush has rescued two 
fine songs from oblivion and 
given them a setting they never 
could have enjoyed at home. 
Michael Smith’s ‘‘Hobo’s 
Mandolin” is another such case. 
Apparently, the original version 


went. on forever, and was given 
an initial trimming by Steve 
Goodman Rush then worked it 
into its current concise and effec- 
tive shape. ‘‘Maggie’’ is a 
traditional number usually given 
a fast, bouncy tempo. But the 
song is a sensitive evocation of 
aging, and Rush’s slow pace and 
delicate delivery touch its true 
pulse. 

Lee Clayton is a questionable 
discovery. His “Claim On Me” is 
an attractive, rough and ready 
statement of masculine in- 
dependence, graced with a 
memorable hook. But “Ladies 


syooig 


Love Outlaws” takes that male 
ethos across the line and into 
chauvinism, or at least into 
questionable generalizations 
about gender. This number, with 
its flailing horns, is also mis- 
produced. 

It might be better to say over- 
produced, because Ladies Love 
Outlaws as a whole is a little too 
grandiose for its own good. There 
are many clever touches, and the 
arranging and playing on 
“Hobo’s Mandolin,” ‘Maggie’ 
and “Claim On Me” are superb, 
but Rupert Holmes’s cinematic 
strings are a dark victory. They 
tell us how much Rupert loves 
those grand old film scorers 
(Max Steiner move over) but 
they drench Rush’s understated 
singing in garish sunshine and 
gushing summer rains (or secret 
storms). The chorus of Guy 
Clark’s “‘Desperadoes Waiting 
For A Train” is so inflated by 
production that the song, in 
effect, becomes one big hook. 
And “No Regrets,”’ done with 
such haunting spareness on Cir- 
cle Game, is thoroughly over- 
dressed. At the end, when Tom 
(with Carly Simon harmonizing) 
reenters with the chorus, he is 
beaten back by screaming 
guitars, and his song’s sentiment 
is overwhelmed. 

Still, Tom is a wonderful 
singer: his crackling bass notes 
and wavering tenor convey emo- 
tion without excesses. And the 
material on Ladies Love 
Outlaws, with exceptions, is the 
perfect grist for his mill. To my 
mind it’s no small achievement 
to find ten memorable songs, 
render each one with care and in- 
sight, and create with them an 
album that bears the un- 
mistakeable imprimatur of only 
one person. 
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Traffic Takes a Right Turn

This dance concert, so called, 
was an attempt to turn the 
cavernous, impersonal Garden 
into the funky, intimate Tea 
Party (still beloved by those of 
us who went to concerts in the 
60s). Needless to say, it failed 
miserably. Don Law should have 
known that intimate situations 
do not arise with 11,000 people 
pooting around. And having 
them stand on the floor merely 
made them rowdier and less 
attentive. Anyone who 
attempted this occasion on acid 
was in for a guaranteed Grade A 
bummer: normal P.A. failure 
and mob misbehavior were ex- 
acerbated by the hordes unleash- 
ed from the usual cramped 
Garden seating. Poor Jim 
Capaldi thought the crowd was 
cheering for the band: I hadn’t 
the heart to tell him it was the 
usual belly rumblings of the 
Valium set. 

Pity. In any other venue this 
would have been a splendid con- 
cert. Lindisfarne are as big or 
bigger than Traffic in the 
Mother Country. Their com- 
bination of tough Geordie sensi- 
bilities (what other rock band in 
the world would perform the 
Newcastle Brown Beer jingle — 
to Americans? and lilting 
melodies has made them work- 
ing class heroes all over England. 
They spin a boozy, good time 
music: “And maybe we can talk 
about it all night / We can sing 
songs till the morning light/com- 
es shining over the mountainside 
/Steppenwolf, you’re all right.” 
Most of their songs (the best of 
them) come from the pen of a 
skinny geezer with an even 
bigger nose than Peter 
Townshend’s, Alan Hull, who 
has been leading a rough ap- 
proximation of the present 
’Farnes for the past ten years, 
and who wrote the band’s first 
lovely hit of three years ago, 
“Lady Eleanor.” 

Confined on this tour to a 40- 
minute backup set, Lindisfarne 
played a peppy set of tunes from 
their last album, Roll On Ruby 
and from their imminent Happy 
Daze (“cause that’s what we’re 
in right now, a happy daze”). 


These tunes featured Ray 
Jackson’s deep voice, one of the 
band’s numerous strengths. 
Jackson is also, as he conclusive- 
ly proved in an extended set of 
Geordie folk tunes he played as a 
solo in the middle of “We Can 
Swing Together,” one of the few 
musicians in the world who play 
the harmonica truly musically. 
His mandolin playing, featured 
not only on Lindisfarne’s hits 
but also on Rod Stewart’s 
“Maggie May,” was sadly under- 
emphasized,. as was Hull’s own 
unlovely though awesome voice. 
But the ’Farnes look forward to 
rectifying their omissions by 
coming back and playing two- 
hour sets just like at home. 

Only after seeing Little Feat in 
concert do their consummate 
skill and integrated song struc- 
tures become apparent, at least 
to a moderately unfamiliar 
listener. But having seen them, 
and understood, one cannot deny 
their talent. Lowell George, a 
graduate of the Frank Zappa 
school, has learned how to keep a 
motley aggregation in tow, and 
how to arrange without stifling 
them. 

The key to Feat, if there is one, 
is George’s sly good humor. 
When George sings “If you'll be 
my Dixie chicken, I'll be your 
Tennessee lamb,” he can charm 
the babe from the breast. 
Granted, “Rock and Roll Doc- 
tor” is a pretty tired theme, but 
in the hands and pipes of George 
it is the spirit of funk incarnate. 
And when he goes into one of his 
hilarious pseudo-songs, such as 
“Tripe Face Boogie,” his singing 
gets serious and he roars. (This is 
nvt to mention his slide playing, 
a textbook example of good 
taste.) 

Traffic have only just 
recovered from whatever smote 
them three years ago, when they 
started writing mood music for 
prolonged self-abuse and expan- 
ding the band beyond all sense. 
On their last album, a live record 
of their "73 German tour, they 
had Winwood all but replaced by 
Barry Beckett, the Muscle 
Shoals piano player, and a tight 
but silly four-man rhythm sec- 


tion, featuring two more Muscle 
Shoals dudes, “‘Reebop” on Afro- 
thumpers, and Capaldi as a 
useless third drummer. 

Now, as Capaldi puts it, it’s a 
return to the family: he is back 
on the drums where he belongs, 
and in addition to Chris Wood 
and Stevie Winwood there is 
only a bass player, Jamaican 
Rosko Gee, included simply 
because the Rhodes electric 
piano Winwood no longer looks 
like a Warhol ingenue; he’s gritty 
again, as in the old days. Wood is 
still terribly vague — on one 
number he nearly sank bodily 
into the organ he was trying to 
play — but when he got rolling 
he too sounded as if he’d regain- 
ed his chops. In recognition, they 
played a goodly number of old 
tunes from their second and 
fourth albums — things like 
“Pearly Queen,” “Who Knows 
What Tomorrow May Bring,” 
and “Empty Pages.” 

Winwood has always been 
heavily influenced by black 


music; now he is into Herbie 
Hancock. The sounds of the 
Moog and the abused Rhodes (if 
you pound it hard enough, you 
get a jarring electric bite) now 
figure heavily in his instrumen- 
tal repertory. There is in his 
compositions a vaporous, un- 
finished quality, which is left to 
Wood and Capaldi to condense 
(and they’re not yet quite up to 
it). It’s a productive vacuum — 
or rather, a tension. “Dream 
Gerrard,” from the new When 
the Eagle Flies, was the best ex- 
ample of this: on the record, 
Winwood gave this tension an 
almost palpable shape by recor- 
ding a live take of the song and 
overdubbing a spectral 
Mellotron. In concert, the song 
was defined by absences. 

There is a feeling of a new start 
about Traffic today. They open- 
ed up with a jam that threatened 
to turn into ‘Feelin’ Good” from 
Last Exit. Their new songs 
sound older — one, “Walking In 
The Wind,” is like a Motown 


oldie. On the other hand, the 
first new thing they did in con- 
cert, and the first track on the 
album, goes: 


You said you couldn't leave 
me 

Afterall that we'd been 
through 

I believed you when you said 
We should both try something 
new. 


“Something New,” despite its 
love-lost lyric, is a happy song 
and an anthem of hope for the 
reborn Traffic, who are rapidly 
becoming as much of a commer- 
cial musical force as they ever 
were. 

Boston was the first date of 
this tour, Traffic’s first of 
America in three years. As 
always (so I’m told) Stevie tore 
up his throat, and couldn’t play 
an encore after more than two 
hours of great music. In 
response, some twit in the 
audience threw a beer bottle and 
hit a roadie. 
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URIAH HEEP AND SUZI 
QUATRO. 
The Music Hall 

During the afternoon of the 
show, David Byron, lead singer 
of the Heep, berated rock critics 
who inserted their own tastes 
into their critiques rather than 
reporting just.the facts (i.e. 
whether the people enjoyed the 
show). So here we present the 
words of the Man in the Street, 
an anonymous lad who straggled 
out of the hall just ahead of us: 
“Terrible.” Quatro? ‘“Wetbacks 
from Alice Cooper.’’ Heep? 
“Static ‘between two radio 
stations. The sound of your brain 
shrinking.” Honest. 

Which is not to say there were 
not people who enjoyed the show 
hugely. But they were few — 
after the Quatro set one would 
have had trouble assembling two 
touch football teams out of the 
congregants. Heep nevertheless 
used every crowd-pleasing trick 
in the book: dry ice, psychedelic 
Christmas lights behind the 
backdrop, and Byron’s juggling 
of the mike stand. They started 
out with their boring new stuff, 
keeping the audience in their 
seats with promises of better 
material — the occult, magical 
songs — to come. Byron’s 
screech sounded like glass sheets 
ripping, while Hensley seemed to 
be playing organ with a brick. 

As for Quatro, she’s a compe- 
tent bassist, but when the 
balance of the band is geared to 
her it sounds pussywhipped. The 
tinny, jangling piano, the dull 
plod of the bass, the boring 
backup vocals all detract. Only 
two elements give the sound any 
body: the Detroit backyard 
boogie riff (which precludes sub- 
tlety), and the patented 
teenybop Chinn/ Chapman beat 
(listen to the Sweet’s 
“Blockbuster,”’ or better yet, 
don’t). The only way she can re- 
tain musical. self-respect is to 
point to the even soggier sound of 
her neighbor on the English 
singles charts, T Rex, and have a 
hearty if forced laugh. I don’t 
think it’s so funny. 

At least half the audience was 
Quatro’s, but when they 
stomped out there was a 
preponderance of young ladies 
garbed in black, trying to appear 
mystical. They endured “Easy 
Living,” but they hollered for 
“Look at Yourself.”” Audiences 
are growing to demand more 
than the latest hits; they want 
mystery, ephemeral cosmic 
truths, otherworldliness. Heep 
are missing a good bet in aban- 


All sorts of contemporary trap- 
pings, first suggested on the 
record, have been fully in- 
tegrated into the new group, so 
one of the finest post-bop com- 
bos is now just another amplified 
rock-derived bore. “Camel Rise”’ 
distorted electric piano and 
trumpet for 20 minutes over an 
unvaried six-note bass pattern 
that lost its funkiness before the 
initial theme statement ended. 
“Baraka Sasa” maintained an 
intelligent Hubbard melody, but 
the echoplex on Freddie’s 
trumpet swamped the solo sec- 
tion and sapped the piece of all 
momentum. Only ‘‘Black 
Maybe,” a Stevie Wonder ballad 
with Hubbard on flugelhorn, 
revealed any depth of feeling. 


The straight-ahead “Spirits of 
Trane,” which appeared first on 
Hubbard’s fine Keep Your Soul 


is Z Together, was the best vehicle

FREDDIE HUBBARD. 
Paul’s Mall 

As musicians love to remind 
me, reviewing a band on the 
basis of one set on one night is 
asking for trouble. Microphone 
problems, untuned pianos (in 
the pre-electric days), a sideman 
with the flu, a heckler in the 
audience, these and a dozen 
other vagaries can distort one’s 
view of a group’s contemporary 
output. Yet one set from Freddie 
Hubbard’s sextet, together with 
his new High Energy album 
(Columbia KC 33048), was 
enough this time around to con- 
vince me that Freddie’s current 
direction is down. 

Since besting Miles Davis in a 
few polls last winter, Freddie has 
made some bold career moves. 
He-left CTI for the more 
promotionally supportive 
Columbia, then tied in with ex- 
Doors producer Paul A. 
Rothchild for the High Energy 
date, and recently dismissed all 
but pianist George Cables from 
his band. The new sextet played 
side one of the album in the set I 
heard, and in each instance the 
live performance fell below the 
less-than-startling studio ver- 
sions; since the problem was 
largely one of approach, it’s easy 
to conclude that Hubbard has 
entered an off phase. 


for Hubbard’s improvisations, 
but his reliance on patented runs 
and grating high notes suggests 
that Freddie has chosen the 
easy, flashy route to success. 


Conga drummer Mayuto 
Corea was the only participant 
to add any unpredictable 
elements; George Cables, 
amplified to the hilt, purred and 
shimmered like mad but played 
nary a clearly defined phrase the 
entire set.

ERIC ANDERSEN. 
Passim 

Halfway through his set at 
Passim last’ Sunday night, Eric 
Andersen spoke of a performance 
he’d given that afternoon. “I was 
getting tired of singing songs 
about women, so I went into a 
song about a car.” Then he 
played, for the evening crowd as 
well, a number he didn’t write, 
“Or ’55.” Andersen’s own songs 
are almost exclusively about 
gentle ladies who still wear pet- 
ticoats and whose mouths are 
like poems. His sentimental sub- 
ject matter is limited and as 
anachronistic as his penny 
loafers. In a new song about 
(what else?) love, Andersen ad- 
mits, “Everybody’s heard the 
same old shit before.” 


But the allure of Andersen’s 
tender romanticism has not 
diminished over the years. 
Indeed, a rarer commodity now 
than a decade ago, it’s become 
the more precious. Once Ralph 
Gleason misattributed to Tim 
Hardin Andersen’s “Violets of 
Dawn,” a classic song even if its 
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intermittent stickiness (the non- 
ce adjective “puppy-warm,”’ for 
instance) reeks of Rod McKuen. 
Today there are few performers 
with whom Andersen could be 
confused. 


Moreover, Andersen has both 
the vocal and melodic facility to 
disarm criticism. At the start he 
was occasionally flat and, on 
high notes, faint (which he later 
ascribed to hoarseness and 
Heineken’s). Soon, though, his 
hushed, tremulous voice, with 
that baritone edge which keeps it 
from ever becoming gooey, was 
working its magic. His rapt 
audience responded in kind with 
lovely “la-la”s on a new song, 
“The Woman She was Gentle,” 
as beautiful as Andersen’s old 
ones (which he performed in a 
winning medley). His recent 
tunes have all the fetching grace 
and simplicity of his earlier 
work, and they include flashes of 
more incisive writing (“I search- 
ed your open wounds looking for 
an honest scar’’) that bode well. 
Andersen’s recording career has 
been ill-starred (Columbia, he 
laments, once lost the tapes for 
an album in the making which 


' reappeared only after he’d left 


the company), but his talent is 
too considerable to be kept under 
a bushel forever. A concert at 
Sanders Theater is in the works 
for November. 


Deserving far more than this 
postscript, Howie Emerson 
provided Andersen with expert 
accompaniment on guitar and 
dobro.

MIKE SEEGER and BUCK N’ 
WING. 
DeCordova Museum 
DeCordova, the People’s 
Museum, climaxed its summer 
concert series with two excellent 
practitioners of the People’s 
Music. Buck n’ Wing is the 
Musician’s Union built for five, 
that being the number of folk 
writers and/or performers from 
the cooperative of the same 
name who showed up at this per- 
formance to share the audience. 
The members of Buck n’ Wing 
see their association as a revolt 
against the star system. Never- 
theless, I would like to cite Bob 
Franke, whose song “‘Nyer Can- 
nonballs”’ is the funniest innuen- 


do ever set to music (in this case. 


the trad “Wabash Cannonball” 
is the vehicle for a union song for 
the Back Bay Taxi Drivers’ 
Assoc. in their battle with Town 
Taxi), and Mike Allen, who had 
the guts to render “The Enter- 
tainer,’’ of which half the 
audience must be sick to death. 


Mike Seeger has yet to achieve 
the widespread popularity of 
brother Pete, who runs his folk 
yacht up and down the Erie 
Canal, or of sister Peggy, who 
now documents the Irish 
troubles in song with (husband) 
Ewan MacColl. Mike’s musical 
inclinations are toward 
reproducing American folk 
music exactly as the hard- 
working and unpolished Ap- 
palachian people responsible for 
it play — raw, and uncomfor- 
table to the average cultured ear. 
Any Harvard Square busker can 
fiddle ‘‘Bonaparte’s Retreat 
Across the Rocky Mountains” 
prettier than Seeger did, but 
since he’s a real purist, it don’t 
mean no never mind to him. 


It was his selection of songs 
that appealed to me. He played 
one number on Jew’s harp, in- 
terspersing choruses of twang 
with clever verses about impossi- 
ble things that happened to “Old 
Blind Drunk John.” His fiddle 
version of the bluegrass 
traditional ‘don’t Let Your Deal 
Go Down” owed more to country 
blues than to bluegrass, and in- 
troduced an atypical and in- 
triguing verse about women’s in- 
dependence — I wonder where 
he collected that version?

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Harry Nilsson: PUSSY CATS 
(RCA CPL1-0570) 

Harry Nilsson and John Len- 
non have been hard at work 
making fools of themselves in the 
boites of Los Angeles, boozing 
and yelling and punching. And 
now they have mage utter fools 
of themselves on record. Pussy 
Cats, “starring Harry Nilsson, 
produced by John Lennon,”’ is as 
fatuously fiery a shuck as you are 
likely to hear: it matches vocal 
and production bombast with 
whatever material it finds, 
trampling sensitivity the way 
John and Harry trampled the 
Smothers Brothers at the 
Troubadour. 

Don’t let the producer’s credit 
fool you — Harry’s, not John’s, 
signature is scrawled all over this 
recording. John no doubt con- 
tributed ideas here and there, 
but Harry’s arranging overkill is 
omnipresent. Double drumming 
abounds, steamrolling ballads as 
well as rock ’n’ roll, and Harry’s 
rock ensemble (despite 
creditable players like Jesse Ed 
Davis, Klaus Voorman, Danny 
Kortchmar) screams as if every 
moment were a climax. 

This is also where Nilsson’s at 
as a vocalist. He possesses an in- 
teresting voice, gone surprisingly 
rough but capable nonetheless of 
a variety of effects. Still, he 
seems unable just to sing a song, 
to allow his feelings to determine 
the interpretation. Instead, all is 
calculated; this Cecil B. DeMille 
of rock feels compelled to blow 
everything he sings completely 
out of proportion. Afraid to let 
his voice do the talking, he 
shouts. 

The song selection on Pussy 
Cats is nigh unbelievable. 
‘“‘Subterranean Homesick 
Blues,” “Loop De Loop” and 
“Rock Around The Clock” don’t 
lend themselves readily to im- 
aginative rereadings; perhaps 
cognizant of that creative bind, 


Harry has rendered the latter 
number unlistenable (to all but 
fans of Blue Cheer). “Many 
Rivers To Cross,” a wonderful 


Jimmy Cliff song that is quickly. 


becoming a standard, and “Save 
The Last Dance For Me,” are 
both weighted down and even- 
tually dragged under by 
Nilsson’s patented combination 
of ponderous production and 
pompous vocalizing. 

It isn’t hard to discern the 
nature of the attraction Harry 
and John hold for each other. 
Both are blowhards prone to in- 
flate their every project; each 
serves to reassure the other of his 
greatness.

Lou Reed: SALLY CAN’T 
DANCE (RCA CPLI-0611) 

The clip at which Lou Reed 
has been releasing albums is 
both marvelous and suspect. 
They come on as relentlessly as 
the New York hookers about 
which Reed has sung, and his 
motives may be as desperate and 
venal. You can’t cash in forever 
on a freak AM hit and your 
status as a ‘60s legend. But 
overexposure has done Lou Reed 
a disservice. He was regarded 
more highly when he was a 
shadowy figure more talked 
about than actually heard, and 
his bitchy, jaded posture has 
become too predictable. 
Familiarity may not have bred 
contempt, but it has certainly 
dampened one’s enthusiasm. In 
“N.Y. Stars’ Reed is bored by 
the scene and by “fourth-rate 
imitators’’ whom he wishes 
would “just hurry up and die.” 
“We need a new people store,” 
he complains. Lou Reed is by no 
means a fourth-rate imitator (ex- 
cept perhaps of his earlier self), 
but he too has become a little 
tiresome, and so has his extreme- 
ly limited subject matter, the 
children of Manhattan’s 
demimonde and their parents on 
Long Island. 

Nor does his voice wear well; 
the only emotions it can express 
are contempt and fatigue. I wish 
he could sing as well as talk. 
There’s no question that he’s a 
master of the laconic conver- 
sational style he invented, but he 
has become that style’s slave as 
well. It’s a style distinguished by 
a lack of energy. When Lou Reed 
taunts aging Sally, who can’t 
dance, does it ever occur to him 


that he can’t get it up either? 
The weariness of his vocals can 
be expressive and effective, but 
it can also be wearisome. 

The problem with Sally Can’t 
Dance, however, is not Lou Reed 
so much as its production. 
Because Reed is a sensibility and 
not a musician, he has always 
been subject to the caprice of his 
producer, be he David Bowie, 
Bob Ezrin, or whoever. Here he 
is surrounded by banal brass and 
a trite female chorus. The 
elaborate arrangements are well- 
crafted but characterless, and 
the mix is much too polished and 
clean. The peppy pop music 
bears little relation to Reed’s 
bent ennui. Some of the lyrics, 
especially those to the spiteful 
“Sally Can’t Dance” and “Kill 
You Son” (a bitter slam at “‘two- 
bit psychiatrists’’ whose elec- 
troshock and drugs fuck over 
kids), are superb and inimitable. 
But the music, and this album as 
a whole, are wanting.

Wayne Shorter: MOTO 
GROSSO FEIO (Blue Note 
BN-LAOI4-G) 

Placing the time and 
characters in this old but 
previously unreleased album is 
not easy. The date on the label, 
August 26, 1970, is identical with 
that on The Odyssey of Iska, 
Shorter’s last Blue Note album, 
yet the personnel is almost com- 
pletely different. And my ears 
suggest that at least one of the 
five selections is from a separate 
session — I’d swear that the elec- 
tric guitarist on the track “Iska” 
is Sonny Sharrock, though he 
doesn’t appear in the personnel 
listing. So it goes, when a record 
company lets music (by one of 
the most important sax- 
ophonists/composers) sit in the 
can for four years. 

Let’s be grateful that Moto 
Grosso Feio was released at all, 
for it is sure to prove one of the 
primary events of the coming fall 
record barrage. August of 1970 
can’t be too far from accurate; 
the total direction of the music 
recalls the year Shorter spent 


between the end of his tenure 
with the Miles Davis band and 
the inception of Weather Report. 
Elements of both Bitches Brew 
and the first W.R. session are 
detectable, yet it is significant 
that the rock proclivities of these 
surrounding experiences are ab- 
sent. The strongest effect comes 
from the use of short, lyrical 
melodic motifs that anchor the 
improvisations: on ‘‘Monte- 
zuma” and the title piece, the 
motifs pop up continually as 
Shorter changes moods; on “An- 
tiqua” and Milton Nascimento’s 
bossa nova “Vera Cruz” they 
parenthetically surround free 
blowing passages. The rhythms 
are more free than repetitive, 
however, and the instrumenta- 
tion of these four pieces is totally 
acoustic. 

Shorter assembled an im- 
pressive cast for this session, and 
the way he uses it may suggest 
his ultimate aim. With the ex- 
ception of bassist Miroslav 
Vitous and Belgian drummer 
Michelin Prell, these all-stars 
avoid their primary instruments. 
John McLaughlin and Ron 
Carter, on twelve-string and 
cello respectively, don’t surprise 
as much as bassist Dave Holland 
playing acoustic guitar and 
Chick Corea working exclusively 
on drums and marimba! Shorter 
appears to be limiting his 
fellows’ mobility, inhibiting vir- 
tuosity for the sake of a group 
process that stresses collective 
listening and evolution. 

The experiment works well, 
aside from Corea’s heavy foot on 
the bass drum; McLaughlin and 
Carter are particularly outstan- 
ding as secondary focal points. 
Shorter is always at the center. 
The Rollins/Coltrane mix of his 
saxophone style is usually closer 
to Sonny’s careful thematics, 
but is involving and complex 
even in its more cautious 
moments. The total effect is 
deceptive — there is much yet to 
discover after several hearings. 

This music is all about mood, 
claim the liner notes; that may 
apply to some of Shorter’s later 
work, but there’s much more 
than mood on Moto Grosso Feio.

Les Paul & Mary Ford: THE 
WORLD IS STILL WAITING 
FOR THE SUNRISE (Capitol 
11308) 

It is once again time to con- 
sider that monster of the electric 
guiter, Les Paul; his innovations 
predate much of the electronic 
weirdness of Hendrix or Pink 
Floyd, but his choice of material 


may stand in the way of ap- 
preciation by a rock audience. 
Paul was enamored of the pop- 
ular songs of the day, and the 
album reflects that taste, with 
cuts such as “How High the 
Moon,”’ ‘“‘How Deep is the 
Ocean,” and “I’m Forever Blow- 
ing Bubbles.’ Paul and his wife 


Mary Ford render these mun- 
dane selections with the most 
dazzling technical expertise im- 
aginable; in fact, Paul is able to 
overcome his subject matter’s 
limits through sheer virtuosity, 
producing a weird and satisfying 
mating of schlock and technique. 

Paul’s arsenal included multi- 
dubbing in the days when two 
tracks were considered too 
much, and he recorded at 
different speeds, mixed to 
achieve the zinging effect 
created today with synthesizer. 
Even without his bag of tricks, 
Paul plays so fast and fluidly it 
sounds almost superhuman. His 
zither-like counterpoint against 
the theme on “Whispering”’ is a 
superb example of trash music 
coming to life: it scintillates. His 
solo on “The Best Things in Life 
Are Free”’ is an effortless Chet 
Atkins rock blast. 

Paul was also fluent in less 
commercial styles, as his im- 
passioned performance on “‘Deep 
in the Blues”’ indicates; his solo- 
ing is powerful and poignant. His 
reading of the Rodgers and Hart 
tune, “Lover,” is taken at such a 
pace, while remaining dense, 
that the contours of the song 
almost become visible in the air, 
outlined in musical presence. 
Though the notes themselves 
form a cliche, the cliche is un- 
recognizable because of the pace; 
or, rather, Paul’s treatment 
negates all those prior perfor- 
mances that contributed to the 
riffs’ standing as cliches. 

The liner notes on this release 
consist of a series of short, startl- 
ing, somewhat unbelievable (like 
his playing) anecdotes from 
Paul’s life, and are among the 
most enjoyable and informative 
ones I have come across recently.

Victims of Victoriana

LADY AUDLEY’S SECRET, a 
musical spoof adapted by 
Douglas Seale from the 1860 
novel by Elizabeth Braddon. 
Music by George Goehring, 
lyrics by John Kuntz. Directed 
by Word Baker. Trinity 
Square Repertory Company at 
the Wilbur Theatre through 
Sept. 28. 


Lady Audley’s biggest secret is 
that she’s in a catchy show. No 
one knows until the second act 
— provided that they stay past 
the puzzingly short and shaky 
first. But the wobbly operatic 
parody and inexplicably lonely 
gimmicks of the pre-intermission 
plot set-up come pleasantly to 
life in the zany unraveling that 
follows. 


‘‘Lady Audley’s Secret,”’ 
cleverly directed by Word Baker, 
has been one of Trinity Square’s 
most popular homefront 
offerings. The trashy novel from 
which it’s taken was quite the 
hot item in Victorian England — 
even the queen thumbed thfough 
it for a little clandestine titilla- 
tion. It is the sizzling saga of a 
sugary governess who marries for 
means and position, only to find 
herself jerked from bliss by the 
sudden appearance of one hus- 
band too many. After warbling 
through an aria or two, she solves 
the problem by pushing the in- 
conveniently returned first mate 
down a flower-strewn well that 
looks like the eighth tee on a 
minature golf course, and the 
show begins to move for the first 
time as she shimmies through a 
paean to her newly insured 
freedom (recalling ‘Hansel and 
Gretel” after the witch is shoved 
into the toaster). The number es- 
calates into a battle of one-ups- 
manship between soprano and 
accompanist, climaxing when 
she pulls a gun and lets him have 
it. “Shooting the piano player” 
(who returns after intermission, 
in plucky spirits but with a 
bloody bandage draped about 
his cranium) is just one of a slew 
of great old gags shamelessly 
and, more often than not, effec- 
tively grabbed from that grand 
bag of theatrical conventions 
from the past. 


Though it’s loaded with piz- 
zazz and potential, ‘‘Lady 
Audley” looks to me as though it 
has been yanked too hastily from 
the Trinity Square repertory and 
recycled for Boston production. 
The show can boast some 
brilliant directorial gimmicks 
(the offstage chorus harmonizing 
with mock seductiveness like 
something out of ‘‘Lost 
Horizon”; Lady Audley and her 
peasants set in glorious tableau 
like Queen Victoria on a post- 
card; the running battle between 
the flouncy young thing and her 
infernal hoopskirt; a fireman’s 
kickline straight out of 
vaudeville) and a few marvelous- 
ly campy “‘big numbers” replete 
with flowered arches, flapping 
flags and low budget Ziegfield 
choreography. Particularly 
delightful is a delicately phrased 
musical accusation, rife with 
sexual implication, the main 
lyric of which is “All he wants is 
La- de- da-da.”’ All the same, the 
production is uneven, and the 
first act needs to be tightened 
enormously. 


Barbara Orson is both tuneful 
and treacherous as the comely 
Lady with a Past, handling the 
complicated musical parody 
with a competence unmatched 
elsewhere in the cast. Her 
costumes, designed by James 
Berton Harris, are I think, a 
monstrosity — particularly the 
blood-red frock adorned with 
blue ribbons reminiscent of a 
horse show, and the cape-over- 
hoopskirt that makes her look 
like a giant red haystack stalking 
the countryside.

CHARLEY’S AUNT by Bran- 
don Thomas. Directed by Pax- 
ton Whitehead. Shaw Festival 
1974 of Ontario, Canada, at the 
Loeb. (Closed.) 

Like that perennial un- 
dergraduate jape that sets all 
Harvard a-giggle in the spring, 
“Charley’s Aunt”. is a one-gag 
show. It’s even the same gag — 
rakish undergrad got up in drag. 
Ha-ha, watch him mince, watch 
him curtsy, watch him pour tea, 
watch him forget himself and try 
to move a piano — you get the 
picture. Evidently, seeing some 
beefy swain swagger around in a 
dress carries a pretty durable 
comedic kick because, for a piece 
of Victoriana that is about vir- 
tually nothing, ““Charley’s Aunt” 
has shown remarkable staying 
power. 

What saves this nonsense in 
its current incarnation at the 
Loeb Drama Center is the 
polished inanity of the highly 
competent Shaw Festival Com- 
pany which, one might suppose, 
has chosen the play just to show 
how much less vapid G.B. was 
than his contemporaries. (Bran- 
don Thomas wrote only one 
successful play — this is it — 
and spent most of his career 
crooning little ditties of his own 


devising.) Directed by and starr- 
ing Paxton Whitehead, the Shaw 
Festival company is in awesome 
control of this cotton candy farce 
and their production is about as 
campy as dignity will allow. 
Whitehead is particularly adept, 
opting to play the wolf in old 
lady’s clothing almost totally 
straight, an approach much less 
tiresome as the hours tick by 
than self-conscious female im- 
personation. 

For those who missed it in high 
school, “‘Charley’s Aunt” is a 
Brazilian millionairess who fails 
to show for a crucial lunch with 
her Oxford undergraduate 
nephew, his chum, and the 
syrupy, soft-skinned objects of 
their respective affections. Since 
the girls won’t play without a 
chaperone, the lovesick twosome 
engage a friend — who just 
happens to wander by with a 
costume under his arm; he’s on 
his way to a play rehearsal or 
something — to masquerade as 
the aunt. From there, you can no 
doubt fill in the blanks as the 
ladies’ mean guardian makes 
mad passes at the alleged aunt, 
the boys run around trying to 
avert disaster, and the real 
McCoy shows up in the middle 
with her imposter’s long lost love 


in tow. All’s well that end’s well, 
as usual, and the finale finds 
everyone paired off as if there 
were a dating computer in the 
wings. 

Paxton Whitehead is obvious- 
ly fond of this stylized silliness, 
and he has directed with zeal 
and precision. The play may be 
dumb, but the Shaw Festival 
company and their zany director 
show some savvy. James Valen- 
tine and Rafe MacPherson look a 
little long in the tooth for 
collegiate hijinx and play too 
broadly for my taste, and Hollis 
McLaren has chosen, for 
whatever reason, to play Valen- 
tine’s valentine as if her jaws 
were wired shut. But these are 
quibbles. 


The style and competence of 
this Canadian company glitter 
through their tongue-in-cheek 
overplaying of “‘Charley’s Aunt” 
and portend, I imagine, better 
things to come in G. Bernard’s 
own “Too True To Be Good,” 
playing this week, also at the 
Loeb. Having brought off 30 or so 
of Shaw’s monumental 
talkathons since its inception in 
1962, the group should shine 
more clearly in its own mannered 
setting. The seldom-performed 
play, to be directed by Douglas 
Seale and to feature John Hor- 
ton, Elizabeth Sheperd and 
Tony van Bridge, is billed as a 
product of Shaw’s ‘‘golden 
years.” Shaw would have held, 
no doubt, that they all were.

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Art: It’s the Thought That Counts

Over the past two years I 
haven’t written about the 
modest shows of conceptual art 
organized by Paul McMahon for 
Project Inc. in Cambridge. Most 
of them were brief, some lasting 
only one evening. Yet even 
though the latest of these shows, 
“Indian Summer,” lasted only a 
week, it was significant enough, I 
feel, to warrant a retrospective 
review. 

The title of the show naturally 
suggested an indian summer of 
conceptual art, an unexpected 
revival of something whose 
season has passed — for there’s 
no denying that conceptual art 
has passed its prime, or that 
transience was part of its nature. 
The premise of much of this art 
was that the ideas behind works 
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of art are as much a material to 
be worked on and shaped as are, 
say, the paint and canvas. 
Consequently a lot of concep- 
tual art depended upon keeping 
us in the dark about both what 
an idea is and when someone can 
be said to “have”’ one. Some peo- 
ple understand this kind of art as 
a strategy to disarm criticism, 
because critical accounts of 
meaning in works of art often 
take a narrative form in which 


ideas have parts in an 


tual story about the artist’s in- 
tentions or about art-historical

attempted to blunt criticism by 
taking over its narrative form 
and setting the spectator to 
statements. 
documents assembled and 
ordered by the artist. Of course, 
there was the danger that con- 
ceptual art would turn out to be 
nothing but a degenerate literary 
form, so the artists who prac-

values in their work. They aimed 
at a structure, or a sequence of 
ideas, that would exist or be ac- 
tivated only by someone

The true roots of conceptual 


art may be in the aesthetics (not 
the art) of Symbolist poetry. No 
other modern art movement is so 
insistent upon the audience’s 
role in relation to the work before 
it. In one of Paul Valery’s essays 
on Leonardo the following 
passage occurs: “An art of ideas 
— an art of the order of ideas, or 
of the multiple orders of ideas — 
is that a wholly vain conception? 
I find it permissible to think that 
all architecture does not exist in 
space, that not all music is a 
matter of sounds. There is a cer- 
tain feeling for ideas and their 
analogies that seems to me 
capable of acting and developing 
in the same fashion as a feeling 
for sound or color; and I might 
even be inclined, if I had to 
propose a definition of the 
philosopher, to make it depend 
on the predominance in him of 
this mode of sensibility.”” Indeed 
some of the most demanding and 
least rewarding conceptual art, 
such as Joseph Kosuth’s, 
suggests the work of a thwarted 
or crazed philosopher. 
Paradoxical in much concep- 
tual art is the assumption it 
makes that the ideas in a work of 
art are detachable from their ex- 
pression in it. By pretending to 
eliminate everything but ideas, 
and the minimal means of in- 


intellec-

voking them, conceptual artists 
reduced the spectator’s role to 
that of cryptographer, while also

suggesting that the spectator’s 
consciousness is where the work 
is actually realized. The subtrac- 
tion of all sensuous appeal from 
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the encounter with art left con- 
ceptual art with an audience 
whose interests were mostly 
those of fellow “professionals.” 


Project Inc.’s ‘‘Indian 
Summer” show suggests that 
many conceptual artists may be 
reconsidering the extremely 
reductive style that made their 
kind of art seem both ultimate 
banal. “Indian Summer” con- 
tained work by two local artists, 
Paul McMahon and Robert 
Morgan, and some by three ar- 
tists living in California, Matt 
Mullican, David Salle, and 
James Welling. 


David Salle’s “Untitled” piece 
is, to my mind, the most exciting 
in the show. It consists of a set of 
four large photographs. Each 
shows a different woman stan- 
ding at a window with a cup of 
coffee in her hand, gazing into 
the daylight. At the bottom 
center of each picture is an ins- 
tant coffee label, Decaf, Nescafe, 
Yuban, and (a West Coast 
brand, I guess) MJB. The 
photographs are quite handsome 
in themselves, and, for once in 


‘conceptual art, they cannot be 


reduced to mere units of 
documentation: we are meant to 
study their similarities and 
differences. All the women in 
them stand in roughly the same 
pose, they all look in the same 
direction, they all hold cups of 
coffee, though they are clearly 
different people in different 
spaces. The coffee labels call our 
attention to a common element 
in the photographs, but they also 
pretend to differentiate among 
the experiences of the four 
women. There is a deliberate 
analogy drawn here between the 
coffee labels and corresponding 
cups and the expressions the 
women wear and what’s going on 
“inside” them. Each woman 
wears a rather rhapsodic expres- 
sion, the kind that connotes inef- 
fable private emotion. Each 
wears the kind of expression that 
says she regards her experience 
or feelings as incommunicably 
unique. The “subject” of the 
work is one’s assumption about 
how different people are “in- 
side.”” What Salle suggests by 
this piece is that these women 
are about as different as Decaf, 
Nescafe, Yuban, and MJB; and 
that there is a kind of expression 


. people can wear which functions 


like a label to tell us that what’s 
going on inside them is utterly 
and inexpressibly different from 
anybody else’s experience. 


The question Salle raises, 
most intelligently, is: how much 
variety can there be — that 
matters — in the experiences of 
200 million people who subsist 
on food, thoughts and sen- 
timents that are as mass- 
produced as Decaf, Nescafe, 
etc.? What makes this piece 
successful as art is the way it 
connects our inquiry into its 
meaning with our incessant in- 
quiry into what’s going on with 
other people. 


Matt Mullican’s work con- 
cerns what we will accept as a 
minimal visual representation of 
something. He has two identical 
sheets of white paper pinned to 
the wall a short distance apart. 
They are accompanied by the 
label ‘‘eyes.’’ Another two 
sheets, overlapping vertically, 
are labeled “nose,” and so on 
across the wall. The question 
here is not really whether we will 
accept these pieces of paper as 
representations of human 
physiognomy, but what accep- 
ting anything as an adequate 
representation of something else 
means. What do we do to show 
that we accept a representation 
as adequate? And does one per- 
son’s acceptance of a symbol or 
sign as adequate count for 
anything outside an established 
system of conventions for 
representing things? 


In raising such questions, 
Mullican challenges the idea 
that art is experienced in the 
privacy of the spectator’s con- 
sciousness, and that it somehow 
ratifies the spectator’s view of 
himself as singular and self- 
existent. Mullican’s most 
resourceful piece in this show 
was a folded newspaper real es- 
tate section. called “Head and 
Body.” The real estate listings, a 
network of places signified by 
words, recall the fact that no sign 
or symbol operates in isolation. 


Paul McMahon’s work may 
represent the intentions behind 
“Indian Summer.” A couple of 
his pieces consist of newspaper 
photos colored in. They are an 
attempt to reinsert something 
immediately visual into the 
abstract system of a newspaper 
page and the larger system of in- 
formation marketing of which it 
is a tiny fragment. McMahon’s 
pieces bring the human hand 
into the machine-made field of 
print to make us feel just how 
remote information is from 
human action.

Valerie Harper was overweight. 
Her lines, which are all about her 
unattractiveness, seem recycled 
from three-year-old MTM 
scripts. As Rhoda’s clutching 
mother, Nancy Walker is ex- 
cellent although predictable, 
and David Groh as Rhoda’s lover 
is appealing but has yet to 
become a rounded personality. 
Without additional characters, 
— may turn out to be rather 
thin. 


The second problem is 
stickiness. After All in the Fami- 
ly, the next big thing to hit 
television was The Waltons, 
whose sentimentality and close- 
knit family life challenged the 
format devised by Yorkin and 
Lear. Almost everyone has been 
influenced by The Waltons, even 
Tandem (the black family in 
their most recent venture, Good 
Times, doesn’t bicker and sticks 
together in spite of economic 
adversity). Each of the two 
Rhoda episodes shown to date 
has included a “heartwarming” 
scene with her mother or her 
boyfriend, and her projected 
marriage does not augur well. 
Rhoda’s stock-in-trade, after all, 
is the wisecrack, and her flair for 
sarcasm may be thwarted by the 
role of a loving wife. Keep your 
fingers crossed. 


Brooks and Burns’s second 
offering, FRIENDS AND LOV- 
ERS (* * *), stars Paul Sand as 
Robert Dreyfuss, a rumpled 
bassist for the BSO who lives on 
Beacon Hill (the opening credit 
sequence contains local footage). 
A cross between Michael Tilson 
Thomas and Mary Tyler Moore, 
Sand is bubbly, awkward, naive 
and horny. If he has an affair 
every week, as the title of the 
show suggests and the two 
episodes I’ve seen bear out, he’ll 
quickly run out of lines. So far 
the ones he’s used are humorous, 
but his delivery is not as snappy 


as Valerie Harper’s, nor is the 
program as expertly paced as 
MTM. However, unlike Rhoda, 
Friends and Lovers is starting 
out from scratch, and it has some 
definite advantages. The milieu 
of classical music is new to sit- 
coms, and Burns and Brooks 
shrewdly play it off against the 
anti-intellectualism of Sand’s 
brother and sister-in-law, who 
live in a tacky subdivision and 
frequently yank the flighty Sand 
back to bedrock. “She’s a beaut- 
fiul, wonderful, marvelous 
dancer,” burbles Sand about a 
ballerina. “You mean you got 
the hots for her,” his brother 
astutely rejoins. After a concert, 
Sand asks his brother what he 
thought of it. “A buck-fifty for 
orangeade?”’ is his outraged rep- 
ly. This contrast has more comic 
potential than any of Rhoda’s 
premises, and the supporting 
cast is promising. Not only are 
the brother (Michael Pataki) 
and sister-in-law (Penny 
Marshall, from The Odd Couple) 
entertaining, but so is Steve 
Landesberg as a wry Viennese 
violinist who is also an inveterate 
sports fan and bettor (again the 
highbrow-lowbrow angle). 


CHICO AND THE MAN (*) 
is the illegitimate offspring of 
Sanford and Son and is aired 
right after it. The creator of The 
Courtship of Eddie’s Father 
claims to have conceived Chico, 
though Bud Yorkin should get 
the credit. Jack Albertson plays 
a cantankerous, bigoted, Cauca- 
sian Redd Foxx who’s the 
shiftless proprietor of a garage as 
dilapidated as Sanford’s 
junkyard. In Demond Wilson’s 
role, Freddie Prinze is the put- 
upon junior partner. The only 
difference is that he’s a Chicano 
(Prinze is actually half-Puerto 
Rican and half-Hungarian). 


Of course, such bastardization 
is the sine qua non of television, 
which because of its innate con- 
servatism and the vast sums of 
money at stake has always 
preferred relying on what has 
already been commercially 
proven. Better to duplicate a 


previous success than attempt a 
new one: such thinking is what 
has made Tandem and MTM 
Productions so powerful. When 
television doesn’t cannibalize 
itself, it cannibalizes movies — 
this year Paper Moon, Born 
Free, Planet of the Apes, and 
The New Land (based on Jan 
Troell’s film) are among the 
“new” programs being offered. 

To return for a moment to 
Chico and the Man, it rates a (*) 
because Prinze, who resembles a 
chubby, mischievous sheepdog, 
is cute and sometimes funny. 
And it’s nice to see a Chicano on 
television. 


Blacks, however, have become 
such a television commonplace 
that THAT’S MY MAMA ( e) 
can’t get by on color alone. 
Mama is right out of Good Times 
and her son might just as well be 
Demond Wilson. They hug and 
kiss a lot, which shows that the 
influence of The Waltons cuts 
across racial boundaries. 


Probably the most original 
new sit-com is THE TEXAS 
WHEELERS (* *), an MTM 
product in which Burns and 
Brooks are not involved. Yes, 
there’s more than a bit of The 
Waltons here: homespun 
homiles abound and the first 
show taught brother Doobie a 
lesson — stay in school. But 
some of the dialogue is hilarious, 
and in many ways the Wheeler 
clan is a burlesque of the goody- 
goody Waltons. Pappy (Jack 
Elam) is a wall-eyed, drunken 
old cuss who collects welfare and 
sponges off his sons. The eldest, 
Truckie, served three months on 
a prison farm for auto theft. In 
one sequence, while the younger 
kids, like the exemplary 
Waltons, are holding a solemn 
funeral for little Boo’s pet duck, 
Pappy and Truckie are having a 
knock-down drag-out fight and 
wrasslin’ in cowshit. Maybe the 
tip-off to the show is its subver- 
sive theme song: John Prine’s 
ode to marijuana and the “illegal 
smile.” If it doesn’t deterioriate 
into the very sort of program it’s 
parodying, The Texas Wheelers 


could turn out to be the sleeper 
of the season. 

PAPER MOON ( e), on the 
other hand, hasn’t a snowball’s 
chance in hell (it’s upagainst 
The Waltons), and it doesn’t 
deserve any better. O’Neal 
scowled; Jodie Foster simpers. In 
the movie Addie and Moze 
squabbled; on television they 
call each other “honey” and say 


“I love you.” Anyone drawn to 


such sentimentality would be 
watching The Waltons anyway. 
(Incidentally, Chris Connelly, 
who plays Ryan O’Neal’s part, 
played O’Neal’s brother on 
Peyton Place.) 

* 

A television genre that has 
fallen on hard times is the 
professional man’s show 
dramatizing the occupational 
hazards and triumphs of being a 
doctor, a lawyer, a teacher, or 
whatever. Perhaps sky-rocketing 
medical costs, Watergate and 
teachers’ strikes have dis- 
credited these once honorable 
vocations. For whatever reasons, 
Marcus Welby and Medical 
Center are fading and no new 
programs concern M.D.s. Owen 
Marshall's shingle is out no 
longer, and Petrocelli seems un- 
‘likely to take over his legal prac- 
tice (Petrocelli is really a 
crimebuster with a law degree — 
more about him next week). 
There is, however, one new 
teacher in town. 


LUCAS TANNER ( e) is his 
name, and the odds are against 
his getting tenure. Played by 
David Hartman, who used to be 
a surgeon on The Bold Ones, 
Lucas is an excruciatingly 
sincere high school English 
teacher. He doesn’t wear a tie so 
you know he’s liberal, and he 
gets in trouble with his 
colleagues because he likes to 
hold classes outdoors and con- 
tinue them, halfway through the 
next period. Lucas’s students 
should be irate as well, because 
this is how he talks: “There are 
‘an infinitegnumber of ways one 
can care ‘for another person.” 
“For me love is very real, it’s the 


most important thing to me.’ 
But the kids, all bright-eyed and 
bushy-tailed and right out of the 
60s, are crazy about him. The 
word most frequently used on 
this show is “sensitive.” After 
the relative realism of Room 222, 
Lucas Tanner fails to make the 
grade. 

MOVIN’ ON (**) is a 
professional show because its 
heroes, played by Claude Akins 
and Frank Converse, are 
truckers. But they do precious 
little hauling. Essentially, this is 
an updated Route 66, with a big 
rig instead of a svelte Corvette. 
Produced by Phil D’Antoni 
(Bullitt, The French Connec- 
tion), Movin’ On boasts the 
finest photography and most in- 
teresting and varied location 
shooting of any new series. The 
first episode was a well-scripted 
and often amusing civilian ver- 
sion of The Last Detail with 
touches of Five Easy Pieces, and 
it was capped by a winning guest 
performance from Michael J. 
Pollard. It had a genuine feel for 
the American scene, for bowling 
alleys, dodge-’em cars, and small 
town clothing stores, and no one 
is more American than Merle 
Haggard, who sings the theme 
song. With its sharp eye for 
detail and the genially low-keyed 
acting of leathery Akins and 
seedy Converse, Movin’ On may 
go places. But it will have to 
steer clear of villainous hijackers 
and action for action’s sake on 
the one hand, and of drippy soap 
opera on the other. (* *) may be 
overly optimistic, but the 
premiere was fairly impressive. 

SIERRA ( e) is a Jack Webb 
series about park rangers. To 
give the show its due, the opener 
elicited some broad laughs at the 
expense of dumb tourists and 
campers. Yet the cast (including 
a token woman, a token black, 
and what appears to be a token 
Indian) is devoid of personality, 
and it’s doubtful that Sierra 
National Park contains suf- 
ficient dramatic possibilities to 
fill an hour a week. :

Q: Desperation leads to strange fantasies. 


Has anyone considered an ecological 
attack in the great roach war? In the 
tropics lizards prowl residences as 
more or less accepted guests because 
they eat insects. Would a lizard be 
effective against roaches? Would the 
temperature bother the lizard? Can 
lizards be trained to paper or cages? 
Where and for how much can one buy 
a lizard? Would you recommend trying 
one out, on the basis of the above, or ts 
it all hopeless? — S.E., Brookline. 

: Someone may have considered moun- 
ting a lizard offensive in the great 
cockroach war, but it is really not a 
feasible idea. For one thing, few lizards 
could survive the vicissitudes of New 
England weather. (An exception is the 
five-line skink, the only lizard native 
to Massachusetts.) And even if they 
could, there is really no guarantee that 
the lizards would eat what you want 
them to eat, namely cockroaches. 
There are a lot of different kinds of 
lizards and their food preferences vary. 
The ones that eat insects usually eat a 
variety of insects, not just one kind. 
Even if you were able to train a lizard 
to eat nothing but cockroaches, the 
diet would probably kill it because the 
cockroach’s hard outer skeleton would 
be damaging to the lizard’s intestines. 
It is doubtful that you would be able to 
train a lizard to eat cockroaches or 
paper-train it because lizards are just 
plain stupid animals. If you don’t 
believe me, go to a pet store and buy 
one for yourself. You will see that I’m 
right. 

: Where can I| get information on hot air 
ballooning, like how much a balloon 
costs, where I can take lessons and 
what clubs are in the area? How much 
does the Spirit of America balloon on 
the Pepsi commercial cost? — G.M.,

The balloon in the 
Pepsi commercial, which is rented 
from an outfit in New Mexico, cost 
about $8,500.

nor demand 90 minutes worth of 
our attention. And film need not 
be tied to the literary constructs 
of character, conflict, and 
narrative line. 

The Declaration’ of 
Independents at the Orson 
Welles is a collection of seven 
short films made by American 
film artists working outside the 
studios. This does not mean that 
these films are pretentious, dull, 
obscure, self-indulgent or any of 
the other deprecatory adjectives 
often attached to independent 
short films. These films are 
accessible in ways that multi- 
million dollar productions can- 
not possibly be. The artists who 
have made these films don’t live 
in Beverly Hills; they know 
what’s happening down on the 
street, and their films show it. 

First on the program is the 
Academy Award-winning Frank 
Film by Frank Mouris. Frank 
Film, the program’s only 
animated work, is a portrait of 
Frank’s personality ac- 
complished by an accretion of 


images, each lasting on screen 
for a few seconds. It is visual free 
association, but it took Mouris 
six years of editing to get it just 
right. The film is beautiful, 
freaky and funny, like a fine im- 
agist poem. 

From the subjectivity of Frank 
Film, we move to the painful ob- 
jectivity of No Lies by Mitchell 
Block. The film begins with a 
young woman making-up in 
front of a mirror, conversing with 
the cameraman, whom the 
mirror reflects. I thought, “Oh 
God, here’s another self- 
indulgent film about this guy’s 
girlfriend.”” The camera follows 
her around her apartment while 
she prepares to go out for the 
evening. The man behind the 
camera asks her questions about 
herself and she casually remarks 
that she was raped last week. 
The cameraman begins asking 
her questions about it — ob- 
noxious, obtuse questions, and 
you begin to hate this insensitive 
schmuck. He forces the woman 
to relive the experience. He in- 
sinuates that she enjoyed it. She 
breaks down, raging against his 
callousness and the remembered 
humiliation. The camera never 
leaves her face. The film is cut 
only once. The result is a sort of

apotheosis of cinema verite, all 
the more impressive when one 
realizes that the film was entire- 
ly scripted, its dialog culled from 
police tapes of women who have 
been raped. No Lies absolutely 
must be seen. In ten short 
minutes it is more complex, 
more harrowing, than any 
visualization of the act could 
possibly be. 

Declaration next presents A 
Small Hydromedusan - 
Polyorchus Haplus, which is a 
two-minute film by Charles 
Eames showing a jellyfish bob- 
bing up and down in the water. 
All I can say is that it is a very 
lovely thing to behold. 

Then there is Martin Brest’s 
and Jack Haitkin’s Hot Dogs For 
Gaugin, a rather weak little com- 
edy about a photographer who 
blows up the Statue of Liberty. 
But one of the virtues of a show 
of this sort is that Hot Dogs is 
soon over, and is followed with 
Beauty Knows No Pain, one of 
the most remarkable documen- 
taries I’ve ever seen. 

Beauty Knows No Pain, by 
Elliott Erwitt, describes the 
training ordeal of the Kilgore 
College Rangerettes, a corps of 
Texas majorettes. Their training 
is a delirious exercise in psy- 
chological and physical torture. 
As they do splits, kick their legs 
over their heads, and snap their 
necks to the relentless rhythms 
of football fight songs, their drill 
mistress exhorts them to keep 
smiling and “get those wrinkles 
out of your brow.”’ They wear 
belts two inches smaller than 
their waists and they keep smil- 
ing. Beauty Knows No Pain 
reveals the thorns below that 
yellow rose of Texas. 

The Last Cartoon Man was 
not available for the screening I 
attended and so the show con- 
cluded with The Boarded Win- 
dow of Alan Beattie, with artistic 
design by the Real Paper’s 
Chuck Kraemer. The Boarded 
Window is a_ brooding 
dramatization of a story by Am- 
brose Bierce in which a man 
becomes a hermit after his wife’s 
corpse is devoured by a moun- 
tain lion. It is an odd little tale. 

To return to my opening 
redundancy, if these films are 
not seen, they will not be shown; 
if they are not shown, they will 
not be made. If they are not 
made, we will be condemned to 
watching The Sting and films of 
that ilk for the rest of our mis- 
erable movie-going days. And if 
that happens, it will serve us all
